Called a Retraction.

He knew better than to 
make them in an unprivileged 
speech.” ‘ 

Lattimore meant that a Senator 
cannot be sued for anything he 
says on the Senate floon Mc- 
Carthy had been challenged to 
speak out where he does not have 
this protection. 

“Again the Senator weaseled,” 
Lattimore said. “He knows: that 
the charges are false, and he ‘is 
frantically trying to hide behind 
his Senatorial immunity while 
pretending to come out in the 
open. ... He must have a low 
opinion of the intelligence of the 
American press and the public.” 

Lattimore declared that if Mc- 
Carthy “ were a man of his word, 
he would perform his twice-re- 
peated promise to resign fro 
the Senate. That is the best pos- 
sible way in which he can serve 
his country.” 

Statement Recalled. 

Lattimore was referring to 
McCarthy’s statements that he 
would resign from the Senate if 
the day ever came when he would 
not make off the Senate floor— 
free from Congressional immuni- 
ty—any charges which he voiced 
in Congress. 

Meanwhile, in a public’ state- 
ment issued following McCarthy’s 
speech, John E.- Peurifoy, the 
State Department's security chief, 
declared that “Senator McCarthy 
roared like a lion when he wore 
the cloak of Congressional immu- 
nity; now he discards his immu- 
nity, strikes the pose of a hero, 
and bleats like a lamb.” 

The statement added that when 
McCarthy “dropped his cloak of 
immunity, he also dropped the 
substance of his first charges.”

The rural road problem is 
pressing for solution. There are

them passable the year round. 
Many counties are sufficiently 
wealthy to build these roads with 
local funds. Many others are 
not and will require state assist- 
ance. 

Rural Tax Suggested. 

A bill that would grant aid to 
the poorer counties, but withhold 
it from the wealthy counties 
would seem to be the logical so- 
lution of the problem. This would 
recognize the general state policy 
of the past that building of such 
roads is a local problem, but it 
also would give consideration to 
an extensively held view that 
those local communities which are 
not financially able to handle the 
problem theinselves should have 
state aid. 

It would seem that there should 
not be great difficulty in work- 
ing out a plan by which a county 
would be required to vote a local 
tax of at least 50 cents on the 
$100 valuation for local road 
purposes before it could obtain 
state aid. In a county in which 
the tax did not produce sufficient 
revenue for reasonably rapid 
progress in road _ construction, 
there could be a state fund for 
use by the State Highway Com- 
mission in improving the farmers’ 
roads. 

The first recommendation of 
the Governor’s special road com- 
mittee, headed by former Gov. 
Lloyd C. Stark, and which was 
rejected by Gov. Smith, the Mis- 
souri' Farmers Association and a 
committee of political county 
judges, provided for a real start 
toward solving the problem. But 
there was no political advantage 
to be gained from it by the 
Smith administration or by the 
county court house ring politi- 
cians, and it was sidetracked for 
the measure that the voters re- 
jected. 

Rural Road Maintenance 

Under that plan the State 
Highway Commission would have 
taken over 15,000 miles of rural 
roads under a promise to begin 
their maintenance immediately, 
and within 10 years to build 
them to modern standards of 
farm-to-market roads.

COMMUNAL ROWS) 


Details Withheld, but 
Legislators of Both Na- 
tions to Get: Treaty To- 
morrow, 


NEW DELHI, April 8 (AP) — 
The prime ministers of India and 
Pakistan today signed an agree- 


munal fighting between Hindus 
and Moslems that has plagued 
both countries since they won in- 
dependence from Britain in 1947. 

“It will be presented simul- 
taneously to the India parliament 

and to the constituent assembly 
of Pakistan on Monday, April 10,” 
a communique announced. 

Details were not officially dis- 
closed. The pact is generally be- 
lieved, however, to include at 
least two major points: 

Establishment of commissions 
which would investigate, any 
further communal outbreaks 
and report their recommenda- 

tions for remedial action to the 
two governments. 

A program to be carried out 
in both nations for the protec- 
tion and rehabilitation of mi- 
norities—Moslems in India and 
Hindus in Pakistan. 

Prime Ministerss Liaquat Ali 
Khan of Pakistan and Jawaharlal 
Nehru of India signed the agree- 
ment after seven days of discus- 
sion. They took two days longer 
than expected, but the atmosphere 
was cordial and the delay was 
attributed to minor drafting prob- 
lems. The two plan other meet- 
ings on common problems. 

Liaquat Ali Khan said Nehru 
has accepted his invitation to visit 
Karachi, but no date was fixed. 
Liquat Ali Khan said also that he 
expected to return to New Delhi 
soon. 

The communique on the con- 
ference, arranged after hundreds 
died in rioting in the border 
areas of East Bengal and West 
Bengal, said: 

“The conversations were con- 
ducted in a friendly spirit and, 
with a genuine desire to find a 
satisfactory implementation of 
the agreement and to resolve 
other problems of common con- 
cern to the two countries, the 
two Prime Ministers will meet 
from time to time.”

KANSAS CITY, April 8—Police 
investigating the assassinations of 
Charles Binaggio and Charles 
Gargotta were inquiring today in- 
to possible trouble in the racing 
news distribution business here. 


As Kansas City representative 
of the Chicago Capone syndicate 
which has a monopoly on national 
distribution of ‘racing news, Bi- 
naggio shared in the profits of 
Harmony News Service, distribu- 
tor of horserace information to 
handbooks here and in 14 other 
Western and Midwestern cities. 
Gargotta, Binaggio’s bodyguard, 
and other close associates also 
were believed to share in the 
large earnings of Harmony News 
Service. 

Frequent Disagreements. 
Agents of the racing news mo- 
nopoly often had disagreements 
and police are not overlooking the 
possibility that one of those dis- 
agreements miay have led to the 
murders of Binaggio and Gar- 
gotta. They were found shot to 
death Thursday morning in the 

District Democratic Club, 
the office of Binaggio, De 
boss of Kansas City.

Purdome, a close friend, that 
anyone had fired at him in his 
automobile but from many 
sources came confirmation. 
Hundley was reported to be in 
Little Rock, Ark., and unavail- 
able. A new windshield recently 
was installed in his automobile. 
Detectives also were seeking to 
learn if there was any connection 
between the murders and a 
burglary last night in the Melody 
Inn tavern, next door to the 
Democratic Club. Two policemen 
guarding the club heard nothing 
unusual in the tavern. The burg- 
lars stole $600, two wristwatches 
and some liquor. A police patrol 
car was parked outside. At one 
time there was a door between 
the tavern and the club but it 
had been walled up.

Tape recordings of conversa- 
tions in Binaggio’s private office 
were being sought by police to- 
night. A safe in the office was 
opened in the presence of re- 
porters but contained little of 
value.

Determined to Limit Self 
to Ward, but Forgot 
Resolution After Roll- 
ing Up Big Vote for 


Smith.

KANSAS CITY, 
Charles Binaggio, shot down by 
assassins as his political and un- 
derworld power was ebbing, 
lacked confidence in his abiiity 
as a leader even when his me- 
teoric rise to power began. 

In a hitherto unpublished inter- 
view with the Post-Dispatch about 
two years ago, Binnagio expressed 
a determination to confine his ac- 
tivities to his downtown ward 
here. Had he adhered to that de- 
termination, voiced’ before the 
1948 primary in. which he “put 
over” the nomination of Gov. For- 
rest Smith, he might not now be 
just another victim of a gangland 
slaying. 

But his vaulting ambition over- 
reached itself and he may have 
paid the penalty for failing to 
deliver on promises to open the 
state to gamblers and racketeers 
after underworld sources, includ- 
ing leaders of the -national crime 
syndicate to which he owed alleg- 
jance, had laid cash on the line. 

Realized His Inexperience. 


“A leader has to have more 
experience than I have,” Binag- 
gio, then 39, told the writer, “and 


I wouldn’t accept a real political’ 


leadership on a silver platter. I 
think I'll do OK if I stick to my 
own people. All I want to do is 
to keep my. own First W

“I'm primarily interested in 
patronage. That’s what counts.” 

But Binaggio conceded that he

had an interest. One of them, he 
told the writer, was the old Green 
Hills Club, in Platte County, raid- 
ed by state police under’ former 
Gov. Phil M. Donnelly, 

Other sources of Binaggio’s in- 
come included the distributorship 
here for Canadian Ace beer, pro- 
duced by a Capone syndicate 
dominated brewery in Chicago 
as well as some other brands con- 
spicuous in taverns here. 


Explained Political Deal. 


Binaggio, who rolled up lop- 
sided tallies for Gov. Smith in 
the Aug.*3 primary and seized 
control of other wards from 
James M. Pendergast, the nephew 
of the late Tom J. Pendergast, 
insisted to the writer prior to 
the primary that “we were the 
last faction to go for Smith in 
order to have party harmony on 
the county ticket. 

“The Jackson county ticket 
means more to us than the gov- 
ernorship,” Binaggio said. “Hell, 
the Governor isn’t worth a nick- 
el. We depend on the county 
ticket for patronage. That’s what 
holds our organization together.” 

Binaggio asserted that he was 
personally in favor of the nomin- 
ation of former Attorney General 
Roy McKittrick for the governor- 
ship, but decided to back Smith 


as a matter of political expedi- 


ency. He disclosed that he made 
a political trade with the late 
Roger Sermon, mayor Independ- 
ence, and leaders of the Shannon 
faction, who were Smith suppor- 
ters, to back Smith “if they 
would take our county slate.” 

“They took eur county slate so 
we took their state slate,” Binag- 
gio continued, “but if Pendergast 
had taken Smith instead of Dan 
Nee we would have stuck with 
McKittrick. 

“But I have no ambition to be 
a political leader or to take lead- 
ership through political oe, 
tions. I’m willing to stay south of 
Thirty-First Street.” 

Resolution Forgotten. 

After Gov. Smith was elected 
Binaggio forgot or disregarded 
his avowed limited boundaries 
and attempted to extend his pow- 
er to St. Louis and throughout 
the state at a subsequent “victory 
dinner” which was given here 
partly. to celebrate the election 
of Gov. Smith and partly to give 
his organization a chance to snub 
the Pendergast faction. 

But gradually the tables were 
turned. The “green light” failed 
to shine as a signal for the 
gamblers to open. Binaggio was 
relegated to a minor role at the 
Truman-Boyle dinner here last 
Sept. 29, with the Pendergast 
forces basking under the presi- 
dential smile. Only a few hours 
before, a Federal grand jury, im- 
panelled here as part of a coun- 
try-wide investigation of the na- 
tional crime syndicate, had issued 
a subpena for Binaggio. 

“I wonder,” Binaggio remarked 
to the writer, “what they want 
with me.’

Allow 5 Days 
For Initialing 
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Natural Gas Regulation 
} Measure.

WASHINGTON, April 8—Con- 
gressmen who voted for the Kerr 
natural gas amendment, which op- 
ponents have said would increase 
the nation’s annual gas bill by up- 
wards of $100,000,000, were sin- 
gied out for criticism today by 
the League Reporter, organ of 
the AFL Labor’s League for Po- 
litical Education. 

“The measure makes federal 
regulation of natural gas ineffec- 
tive,” the publication said. “If it 
becomes law, about 80 per cent 
of the natural gas now used will 
be sold’ at whatever price the big 
producers decide to charge.” 

Missourians who voted “wrong” 
on‘ the bill were listed as Repre- 
sentatives Paul C. Jones (Dem.), 
Kennett;. Morgan M. Moulder, 
(Dem.), Camdenton, and Dewey 
Short, (Rep.), Galena. Moulder 
was criticized especially for 
changing his original roll call 
vote from “right” to “wrong.” 

In another article in the pub- 
lication, Short was listed as the 
only Missourian among 89 Repre- 
sentatives who, judged by their 
voting records on five issues, 
“fight labor, farmers, veterans, 
small business and housewives.” 

The Kerr bill has been passed 
by Senate and House and is await- 
ing action by President Truman. 
If the President vetoes it, the 
measure probably cannot be passed 
over his veto. 

Whatever the President decides 
to do about the bill, he is almost 
certain to strain some valued po- 
litical friendships when he acts 
on the natural gas bill. Powerful 
friends in and out. of Congress 
have urged him to approve the 
bill. Equally influential friends 
have pleaded with him to veto it. 

Truman has until April 19 to 
make up his mind on the measure 
which squeaked through the Sen- 
ate 44 to 38 and the House 176 
to 174. 

The measure would prohibit 
the Federal Power Commission 
from vegulating prices of gas 
produced by the so-called inde- 
pendents who do not own their 
own distribution facilities. 


Humphrey, Opposing Kerr Bill, 
lis Teapot Dome. 
WASHINGTON, April 8 (UP)— 
Senator Hubert H. Humphrey 
(Dem.), Minnesota, said today that 
the Kerr natural gas bill “could 
be the 1950 version of the Teapot 
Dome Episode” and urged Presi- 
dent Truman not to sign it. 


“There is not a shadow of a 
doubt that this is special interest | 
legislation for a selected, privi- 
leged few,” Humphrey said in a 
statement.

Binaggio, detectives said, was 
known as an aivocate of “non- 
violence.” In the 1930s, when 
Kansas City was “wide-open,” 
Binaggio operated a tavern and 
kept the bankroll for a crap 
game. One of the hoodlums oper- 
ating the gambling game got in 
a dispute with the chiefs of the 
racket and they threatened to 
kill him “or. break his legs with 
baseball bats.” When Binaggio 
heard of it, he told the gamblers 
they would have to leave the man 
alone or he, Binaggio, would no 
longer hold the bankroll. The 
man never was harmed. 

On another occasion, police re- 
lated, a minor gangster borrowed 


-$1000 from big shots in the gang 


and did not repay the money. 
There was talk of taking the man 
for a “one-way ride.” Binaggio 
told his associates he would see 
that the debt was repaid. The 
borrower moved to New ,Orleans 
after Binaggio called him in and 
said, “You're alive beca of 
me.” Later the man repaid all 
but $50 from his earnings as a 
minor gambler in New Orleans. 

Fred W. Renegar Murder. 
Police pointed out that the 
Last Chance tavern, where Bi- 
naggio and Gargotta met just be- 
fore they were murdered, also 
was visited by Fred W. Renegar 
just before he was murdered Jan. 
10, 1947, Renegar operated the 
dice game at the tavern. __, 
Renegar was found slumped in 
the front seat of an automobile, 
dead of four bullet wounds in 
his head. Binaggio and Gargotta 
also were shot four times each in 
the head. 

Although the Renegar gang 
murder, like 22 others in Kansas 
City in the last four years, never 
was solved, police believe Rene- 
gar received the gangland death 
sentence because he failed to pay 
gambling debts. Renegar _ lost 
$40,000 in a three-hour gambling 
session shortly before his murder. 

Sheriff Purdome, discussing the 
Binaggio-Gargotta killings, said: 
“The murders were well-planned 
and well-executed. Notice that 
one man took care of Binaggio 
and one man took care of Gar- 
gotta. Each fired four shots but 
saved two bullets in his pistol for 
the getaway. That showed a pro- 
fessional touch.” 

After wounding Gargotta with 
the first shot, the killer cooly 
walked to him and put three more 
“finishing touches” in his head, 
Purdome said. 

Voices Skepticism. 

“It is hard to believe,” Pur- 
dome asserted, “that those two 
men could lie there in the club 
from about 8 p.m. Wednesday to 
4 am, Thursday without being 
found. A lot of people have keys 
to that club.” 

At least 12 keys were known 
to be in the possession of leaders 


of the club. An all-night filling 
station is across Truman road 
from the scene of the shooting. 
Passersby looking into the club 
or members dropping in Wednes- 
day night or Thursday morning 
probably saw the bodies but left 
without reporting what they saw, 
police believe. The door was un- 
locked when two patrolmen ar- 
rived, after a taxicab driver saw 
water running from the door and 
notified police. The torn vene- 
tian blind also was visible from 
the street. Two doors in the rear 
of the club were locked. 

Girl Tells of Prowler. 
Miss Wanda Lou Bell, who 
lived in the Binaggio home from 
September 1948 to January 1949, 
while she attended a secretarial 
school, told the Post-Dispatch the 
home was closely guarded for a 
month after a prowler attempted 
to enter in December 1948.

246,000 MEN WOULD 
BE NEEDED TO LIFT 
U.S. BUDGET IN BILLS 


WASHINGTON, April 8 (AP)— 
If it took six men to carry off 
$1,000,000 in the great Brink’s, 
robbery at Boston, how many men 
would it take to lug away the 
amount of money this country 
spends each year? 

The answer to this question can 
be found in yesterday’s issue of 
the Congressional Record. 

Representative Scrivner (Rep.), 
a supplied the financial sta- 


cs. 

He said the federal budget is 
41 billion dollars. 

“So if it takes six men to carry 
$1,000,000 in paper bills it would 
take 246,000 men to move the 41 
billion dollars,” he said. 

But.suppose it were in silver 
dollars? 

Scrivner had the answer to that 

one, " 
“Put 1000 silver dollars to a 
sack,” he told the House, “Each 
sack would weigh 58.93 pounds, 
so one man could carry two sacks. 
To sack the budget of 41 billion 
dollars would require 41,000,000 
sacks of $1000 each, and at two 
sacks per man it would take 
20,500,000 men to move it. 

“This is more than the popula- 
tion of 23 states and the District 
of Columbia in the 1940 census— 
more than the population of Cali- 
fornia, Nevada and New York.” 

Scrivner’s conclusion: 

“Any way you look at it, 41 bil- 
lion dollars is a lot of dough.”

“Charlie and his family planned 
a long vacation trip,” Bondon 
said. “Last Sunday his daughter, 
Annetta, asked him for a duck 
and a chicken. Charlie said, ‘I'll 
get you two ducks and two chick- 
ens, but where are you going to 
leave them when we go on our 
trip?’ She just laughed and said, 
‘Oh, Daddy, we'll find some place 
to leave them.’

Life insurance has 80,000,000 
It is a rare Amer- 
ican who has no interest in life 
insurance either through his own 
policy, that of a member_of his 


family, through. a. cOmpany-held 
mortgage or in some similar man- 


ner. 
’' The ‘problem seems to be 
whether the life companies can 
find means of investing all this 
wealth. without overlapping fields 
that other types of business—such 
as investment banking—tradition- 
ally have claimed as their own. 
Some congressional groups have 
looked into. the insurance busi- 
ness in search of answers’ to two 
big questions: If there is a short- 
age of equity capital, have the 
life companies contributed 
through their booming sales and 
premium eollections? 
the companies. through their tre- 
mendous assets, ‘ asserted too 
much influence over certain seg- 
ments of the economy? — 

Reply of Risk Firms. 
The insurance companies’ reply 
is, in effect, that the people want 
security and seek it partly 
through insurance. As custodians 
of ‘other people’s money, they 
say, if they fail to invest their 
funds wherever opportunity pro- 
vides the best return, they are 
falling down on the job. 
To carry out this aim, the fi- 
nancial brains of the industry 
nowadays are found searching far 
off the beaten investment paths 
for means of employing their as- 
sets securely and profitably. 
Organized labor’s demands for 
workers’ security benefits are ex- 
pected to add many more millions 
in pension funds to the compa- 
nies’ custodianship. Labor also 
is demanding life insurance. 
As an example of the magnitude 
of some of these transactions, 
Equitable Life Assurance Society | 
of the United States recently was | 
designated. insuror under United 
States Steel Corp.’s new' group 
life and disability insurance pro- 
gram, putting an additional $700,- 
000,000 of insurance in force. Met- 
ropolitan Life Insurance Co. in 
February took over Bethlehem 
Steel Corp.’s $325,000,000 group 
life and disability program. 
As of last Jan. 31, the indus- 
try had $23,092,000,000 invested 
in corporate issues, an increase of 
$2,461,000,000 over 12 months; its 
mortgage holdings totaled $13,- 
065,000,000, a boost of $2,058,000,- 
000. Conversely, in the same 12 
months its holdings of United 
States Treasury securities dropped 
$1,416,000,000 to $15,215,000,000. 
A recent development, however, 
has been a partial return to favor 
of Treasury securities. During 
last December and January the 
life companies acquired $238,000,- 
000 of United States securities, 
compared with purchases of only 
$90,000,000 in the like two-month 
period a year earlier. 
One factor in this small devia- 
tion from the postwar trend was 
that the interest rates on corpo- 
rate debt securities also had 
dwindled. 

Equitable Carrier Plan. 

A recent twist in the search 
for new investment outlets is a 
sort of real estate investment on 
wheels. 

Thomas I. Parkinson, president 
of Equitable, announced a new 
plan of his company to buy new 
freight cars from manufacturers 
and lease them to the railroads. 

Some railroad sources said rail- 
road acceptance of the plan de- 
pended chiefly on the cost fac- 
tor. Equitable did not disclose 
the costs involved. 

Wall Street was mildly alarmed. 
Investment bankers looked at the 
plan as one that might cut off 
another source of revenue—deal- 
ing in railroad equipment trust 
certificates. The carriers gener- 
ally finance equipment purchases 
through the sale of trust certifi- 
cates, which requires them to/ 
make a 20 per cent down pay- 
ment. Commercial bankers were 
not happy, either, since the plan 
might eliminate trust certificates, 
a popular item in their invest- 
ment portfolios. ; 
Representative Emanuel Celler 
(Dem.), New York, lost little time 
in branding Equitable’s plan as 
possibly dangerous. Other insur- 
ance companies might adopt the 
idea, he said, and launch pro- 
grams for financing locomotive, 
passenger cars and other equip- | 
ment, Such a move, Celler com- | 
plained, might put the railroads | 
under the full control of the life | 
companies. 
Long an advocate of federal | 
regulation of insurance com- 
panies, Celler pointed out that 
life insurance now is engaged in 
the banking business, housing 
projects and the building of com- 
mercial and. industrial structures. 
The Congressman heads the 
House Judiciary Committee, 
which has been looking into in- | 
surance company operations as 
part of a monopoly inquiry.

IN KILLING FOUND Sn? 


Believed to Have Ended Life 
After Shooting College 


Student Friend. 


‘CHAPEL HILL, N. C., April 
8 (AP)—A moody war veteran 
was found shot to death near an 
outdoor theater today less than 
24 hours after this quiet univer- 
sity village was shocked by the 
killing of his pal. 

Len Broughton Smithey, 30 
years old, former student at the 
University of North Carolina, had 
been widely sought since the 
shooting yesterday of George 
Lemuel Bennett Jr. Bennett was 
a 22-year-old university senior. 

Police said Smithey apparently 
committed suicide. Smithey, a 
veteran of the South Pacific cam- 
paign, was described by his 
mother, Mrs. Naomi Smithey of 
Arlington, Va., as a “war cas- 
ualty.” Informed of Bennett's 
death and told that police were 
looking for her son, she said, “I 
was afraid this would happen.” 
She said her son had shown 
“mental abnormalities” since his 
six years’ service in the Air Force. 
She said he entered a mental in- 
stitution last year, but left with- 
out treatment. 

Police filed a murder warrant 
against Smithey after someone 
fired five bullets into Bennett in 
his room two blocks from the 
university campus. Officers said 
Bennett and Smithey had quar- 
reled several days ago after 
Smithey had accused Bennett of 
taking a rifle from him. 

Smithey, the son of a former 
mathematics professor at the uni- 
versity who died last summer, had 
been doing painting work in 
Chapel Hill since leaving the uni- 
versity several months ago. 

The shooting was North Caro- 
lina’s second college killing in 
four months. 

Last Dec. 15 a former Wake 
Forest student, Roy Coble, was 
killed at Raleigh, N. C. Another 
student, Raymond Hair, now is on 


trial for murder in the case.

The considerably more extreme statements 
made by McCarthy from the floor of the 
Senate—that Communists and fellow. travel- 
ers abound in the State Department—are 
protected by the constitutional provision that 
“for any speech or debate in either House 
they (Senators and Representatives) shall not 
be questioned in any other place.” 

This constitutional shield against suits for 
slander and libel, sometimes called an “abso- 
lute privilege,” has been described by the 
courts and political scientists as a necessary 
protection of legislators against harassment 
and personal damage claims. 

Because it is so broad and comprehensive, 
it has been grossly abused by a few unscru- 
pulous Senators and Representatives to de- 
fame political and personal enemies in words 
that would have immediately led to court 
action had they been uttered outside the 
legislative procedures. The wording of the 
constitutional provision is so categorical that 
there have been only a few Supreme Court 
cases defining its boundaries. Most of the 
decisions have been in the state courts which 
have given it such a broad interpretation 
that it has become a safe refuge for dema- 
gogues of all parties in Congress and the 
state legislatures. 


Privilege First Established 
‘In 1689 British Bill of Rights. 


Able and conscientious legislators rarely 
have occasion to seek the shelter of this 
privilege that was first written into the 
British Bill of Rights in 1689 as a protection 
against the Crown’s attempts to intimidate 
members of Parliament. The wording of the 
traditional British immunity is: 

“That the freedom of speech, and de- 
bates, or proceedings in Parliament, ought 
not to be impeached or questioned in any 
court or place outside of Parliament.” 

In recent American history, Senators like 
the elder La Follette of Wisconsin, Walsh of 
Montana, Norris of Nebraska, did not rely 
on their constitutional immunity in their bat- 
tles for clean government. They were so 
painstaking in their statement of facts and 
conclusions that they were willing to say eut- 
side the halls of Congress exactly what they 
said inside those protecting walls. 

Congressmen generally think the immu- 
nity is necessary even though they have 
no intention of using it for their personal 
benefit. Their arguments are (1) that large 
corporations, rich individuals or fanatics 
by suing or threatening to sue could keep 
them so engaged that they could not per- 
form their official duties and (2) that words 
spoken in a heated debate should not be 
ground for suits. 

One Senator said that if the constitutional 
privilege were removed or abridged it would 
be difficult to get competent men to run 
for Congress; they would be afraid they 
would be financially ruined by damage suits 
for unwitting defamatory utterances. 

This writer recalls one outstanding exam- 
ple of the merits of the privilege which has 
been verified by conversations this week with 
the principal actor, former Senator Burton 
K. Wheeler of Montana. 


How Immunity Was Protection 


For Burton K. Wheeler in 1924. 


In 1924, Wheeler, a zealous young prose- 
cutor from the far West, demanded on the 
Senate floor the ouster of Attorney General 
Harry M. Daugherty and punishment of the 
“Ohio Gang” that had cashed in on the presi- 
dency of Warren G. Harding. The basis of 
Wheeler’s charges were letters and telegrams 
he had received from private citizens who, 
he thought, had evidence of Daugherty’s il- 
legal and unethical activities. 

The Republican Old Guard was outraged 
and demanded that Wheeler give concrete 
proof of Daugherty’s derelictions or shut up. 

“The people who sent the original evi- 
dence,” Wheeler told the Post-Dispatch, “ran 
out on me, probably in fear of reprisals. But 
my first speech caused several persons in the 
Government to furnish me with evidence and 
leads which enabled me to make my case. 

“Now, had I been forced to defend the 

statements I made in the Senate in a libel 
or slander suit, I probably could not have 
done so because I could not have disclosed 
the names of my informants, who had given 
me evidence on the solemn understanding 
that their names would not be disclosed. 
For instance, I obtained inforsiation ab ut 
Daugherty’s bank from a man against 
whom the Administration could have taken 
action and probably ruined had his name 
been revealed. I knew the information was 
true, yet I could not have made an effec- 
tive defense of my remarks without dis- 
closing his and other names.” 

A similar case arose during the prohibi- 
tion era in 1930. Representative John Holden 
Tinkham, the bearded brahmin of Boston, 
accepted the challenge of Methodist Bishop 
Cannon to issue to the press statements he 
had made against Cannon on the floor of the 
House. Cannon’s suit for libel was thrown 
out of a District of Columbia court on the 
ground that Cannon had invited publication 
' of the derogatory remarks. 

The abuse of constitutional immunity for 


Former Democratic Representative Martin 
Dies of Texas set the pattern as the original 
chairman of the committee. Republican Rep- 
resentative John Parnell Thomas of New 
Jersey, a later chairman, carried the tech- 
nique of character assassination to its peak— 
or depth—before his conviction on fraud 
charges. Democratic Representative John 
Rankin also must be included in this his- 
tory. Next to preaching white supremacy, 
his favorite pastime is the denunciation of 
even mild liberals as Communists and fellow 
travelers. 

Such abuses have led some observers to 
question whether congressional immunity is 
justified. 

British and American legal commentators 
have held that the immunity from libel and 
slander suits is comparable to the immunity 
of legislators from arrest during attendance 
at the session of their respective assemblies. 
The courts and the political scientists have 
acknowledged the latitude for abuse of the 
privilege and have stated that self-restraint 
is the only practicable curb on Senators and 
Representatives. 

The great American jurist, Joseph Story, 
in his “Commentaries on the Constitution” 
wrote about congressional immunity as “the 
freedom of speech and debate, without which 
all other privileges would be comparatively 
unimportant or ineffectual. This privilege 
. . « is derived from the practice of the 
British Parliament and was in full exercise 
in our colonial legislatures, and now belongs 
to the legislatures of every state in the union 
as a matter of constitutional right. 

“In the British Parliament it is a claim of 
immemorial right and is always particularly 
demanded of the King in person by the 
Speaker of the House of Commons at the 
opening of every new Parliament.” 

Story continued: 


“And the same principles seem applica- 
ble to the privileges of debate and speech 
in Congress. No man ought to have the 
right to defame others under the color of a 

performance of the duties of his office. 
And if he does so in the actual discharge 
of his duties in the Congress, that fur- 
nishes no reason why he should be en- 
-abled, through the medium of the press, 
to destroy the reputation and invade the 
repose of other citizens. It is neither 
within the scope of his duty nor in the 
furtherance of public rights or public pol- 
icy. Every citizen has as good a right to 
be protected by the law from malignant 
scandal and false charges and defamatory 
imputations as a member of .Congress has 
to utter them in his seat. If it were other- 
wise, a man’s character might be taken 
away without the possibility of redress, 
either by the malice or indiscretion or 
overweening self-conceit of a member of 
Congress.” 

Story raised the point of newspaper pub- 
lication of privileged statements but did not 
settle it. He said the question merited fur- 
ther consideration. Since his time, the courts 
have held that newspapers have the right to 
give full and accurate reports of congres- 
sional proceedings. 


Right Extended to Committees 
By Decision of Supreme Court. 
The historic case in the Supreme Court on 
congressional immunity is Kilbourn v. Thomp- 
son, 103 U.S. 168, decided in 1881, which 


vanced, it would be without force, since the 
acts charged have only a remote connection 
with the speech.

The Supreme Court, in a brief opinion by 
Justice Brandeis, affirmed the decision of 
Circuit Court in favor of Ansell, but did 
not mention the lower court’s dictum re- 
garding libel by publication. 

An odd coincidence about this case is 
that Long’s attorney was Seth W. Richard- 


son, now chairman of President Truman's 
Loyalty Review Board. 


Just How Far Congressmen 
Are Protected Is in Doubt. 


Some lawyers believe that the District 
Circuit Court of Appeals observation about 
subsequent publication may limit to an un- 
determinate degree the broad privilege 
granted by the Constitution.- Many Senators 
and Representatives send out thousands of 
reprints on their speeches on the floors of 
Congress. Presumably, under the opinion, 
they could be sued for slanderous utterances 
if the distribution were widespread and in- 
discriminate, although under a British pre- 
cedent they would be entitled to send their 
speeches to their constituents. They could 
not, of course, be held accountable for their 
remarks in Congress if they did not distrib- 
ute reprints of those remarks. 

There is no doubt that a Congressman can 
be sued if he repeats outside of Congress 
libelous remarks he has made in Congress. 
Several years ago former Senator Joseph 
Guffey (Dem.) of Pennsylvania denounced 
Marquis W. Childs, then in the Post-Dispatch 
Washington Bureau, for news articles in the 
Post-Dispatch reporting that Guffey and 
John L. Lewis were collaborating on Mexican 
oil deals. Guffey’s remarks reflected on 
Childs’s honesty and integrity and his repu- 
tation as a reporter. 

Guffey repeated his remarks while off 
the Senate floor to a group of newspaper- 
men. Childs sued him for libel and slander, 
Rather than contest the suit in court, 
after a number of depositions had been 
taken, Guffey publicly retracted his de- 
famatory remarks and apologized to Childs 
from the Senate floor. 

Although Story observed that “no man 
ought to have a right to defame others under 
color of a performance of the duties of his 
office,” no practicable plan has been offered 
that would retain the historic advantage of 
the constitutional privilege and at the same 
time curb the easy abuse of it. 

Justice Robb, who wrote the decision up- 
holding Senator Couzens, could only presume 
that legislators would be restrained by. “the 
responsibility of their office.” Practice has 
demonstrated otherwise in the case of dema- 
gogues, partisan hatchetmen and publicity- 
seekers. Nor has either house seen fit to 
accept the Justice’s hope that abusers of 
the privilege would bé subject to discipline 
by their colleagues. 

Until some practicable solution is found, 
unscrupulous Congressmen will have a tem- 
porary advantage under the protection of a 
privilege necessary for all Congressmen. 
Conscientious Congressmen, like conscien- 
tious publishers and editors, are willing to 
be held accountable for their views. Dema-

Butterworth had been under criticism by 
persons, including some members of Con- 
gress, who attributed to him a part of the 
responsibility for the failure of American 
policy in China. He now has been assigned 
the task of working out terms for a Japanese 
peace settlement. 

The State Department attitude is that this 
strengthens its Bureau of Far Eastern Af- 
fairs—assigning two top officials to that im- 
portant area. Criticism of American policy 
in Asia probably will not cease. Dean Rusk 
cannot hope to be immune. The Administra- 
tion is attempting to mend its bi-partisan 
foreign policy fences, however, and if this 
effort should be notably successful, Rusk may 
be less under fire than his predecessor, par- 
ticularly if American relations in the Far 
East should improve. 

The country’s new pilot for the far 
Pacific has risen rapidly in the State De- 
partment. In January, 1946, he was only 
an assistant chief of division, a post which 
might be compared with that of an army 
captain in rank, authority and prestige. 
Less than three and one-half years later, 
he was named Deputy Under Secretary in 
charge of co-ordinating all policy work in 
the department, a position more like that 
of a three-star general. Appointment to 
his present difficult and thankless post is 
still another tribute to his reputation fdr 
getting things done. 

Rusk’s rapid advancement to such high 
places might not have been possible if it had 
not been for the fondness which President 
Truman and Secretary of State Acheson have 
shown for filling the most responsible posi- 
tions in American diplomacy with men whom 
the Hoover Commission has characterized as 
“broad-gauge outsiders with a fresh ap- 
proach.” Of the 14 highest-ranking officials 
in the State Department, under Acheson, 
only three had had any considerable expe- 
rience in diplomacy when they were ap- 
pointed to their present posts. Rusk is not 
one of these three. 


Background for Present Job 
Better Than Most in Department. 


He has a better background for his present 
work than most of his associates of equal 
and higher rank in the department have for 
theirs, however. He studied at Oxford and 
the University of Berlin as a young man, 
'taught world politics for six years, served 
two years as an army officer in the China- 
Burma-India theater of operations during the 
war and had a tour of duty in the War 
Department thereafter dealing with policy 
problems of concern to the State Department 
as well as to the armed forces. 


‘He is, moreover, a hard-driving worker

and has a first-class mind, according to 
men who have been closely associated with 
him in the State Department. He has a 
creative, imaginative intelligence, these 
men say, and he also has a notable gift 
for devising ways out of blind alleys in 
policy discussions and negotiations. 

If he has a weakness, it is a tendency to 
what Talleyrand warned all diplomats against 
—‘“too much zeal’’—in this same judgment. 
He sometimes acts with more than appropri- 
ate speed and less than appropriate reflec- 
tion. He is also inclined to act without in- 


forming his subordinates what he is doing, 
with the result that he and they are some- 
times working at cross-purposes. Rusk fur- 
ther fails to delegate as much authority as 
he could and should, some of his associates 
think. 

Rusk is a quick, alert and affable man 
who is built like a fullback. He is 6 feet and 
¥% inch tall and weighs 200 pounds, “more 
or less,” he says. He has medium brown 
hair which. has receded from a broad brow to 
the crown of a massive head, and a big, 
spreading tonsure-like bald spot in back. He 
has a round, full face and a deep dimple in 
the center of a strong, protruding chin. De- 
spite his bulk, Rusk is fast on his feet and 
quick and deft in his movements in general. 

Rusk has, indeed, always been fast. on his 
feet, both literally and figuratively, and has 
gone far in life very speedily as a result. 

One of five children, he was born Febru- 
ary 9, 1909, on a small farm in Cherokee 
county, Georgia, north of Atlanta. He was 
christened David Dean Rusk but dropped the 
David when he was quite’ young, he says, 
“for no special reason.” 


Reared Without Luxuries— 

Learned Meaning of Hard Work. 

When Rusk was born and for a few years 
thereafter, his father was a Presbyterian 
preacher whose stipend was $50 a month, and 
who supplemented this meager revenue by 
working the farm where the future Assistant 
Secretary of State was ushered into the 
world. 

While Dean was still a child, however, his 
father developed throat trouble and was 
forced to give up the ministry. He moved his 
family into Atlanta, became a letter carrier, 
and delivered the mail for the next 15 years. 
He then changed to inside work in the At- 
lanta Post Office. 

A mailman’s pay provided no notably 
greater luxuries for a growing family of 
seven than had a preacher’s stipend and the 
produce of the farm, and Rusk still vividly 
recalls the Spartan simplicity of his early 
life. Link sausage was a great dinner treat 
for the Rusks in those days, he says—one 
small sausage for each member of the family. 


The future Assistant Secretary of State 
began to make his own way in the world 
when he was still a child. By the time he 
was 8 years old, he was earning $3 a week 
as a delivery boy for a grocery store. “The 
child labor law put an end to this bonanza,” 
an account of his life reports, but Rusk soon 
recovered from this setback. He had vaca- 
tion and after-school jobs as office boy in a

Rusk majored in politics, philosophy and 
economics at Oxford, and finished in the 
top tenth of his class. One of the dons 
whose lectures he attended was a young 
professor of moral theology named Oliver 
Shewell Franks, whom Rusk was to en- 
counter again 15 years later in Washington, 
when the professor—by then become Sir 
Oliver—would be British Ambassador to 
the United States. 

Rusk achieved athletic as well as academic 
distinction at Oxford, as he had done at 
Davidson. He played lacrosse for Oxford

Rusk returned to the United States in 1934 
to become associate professor at Mills Col- 
lege, a school for girls at Oakland, Calif., a 
post he held for the next six years. He 
taught political science, specializing in com- 
parative governments and international rela- 
tions. He became dean of the faculty—a sort 
of chairman of instruction and deputy presi- 
dent—in 1937. That same year, he began 
studying law—while continuing with a full 
schedule at Mills—at the University of Cali- 
fornia Law School nearby. 


Rusk never completed his law studies, how- 
ever. He was a reserve army officer, as a 
result of his service in the R.O.T.C., and 
was called up on December 15, 1940, and 
commissioned a captain and assigned to the 
Third Infantry Division during his last se- 
mester at the ‘University of California. 

In October, 1941, most of the Third Divi- 
sion’s captains were assigned to the Philip- 
pines because of an acute shortage of com- 
pany commanders there, and Rusk was one 
of those ordered to Manila. At almost the 
last moment, however, he was reassigned to 
Military Intelligence in Washington, and his 
fellow-officers sailed, unknowing, to the 
somber horrors of Bataan without him. 


Complexities of Diplomacy 
Observed With Gen, Stilwell. 


Rusk remained in the United States until 
1943. He was then assigned to the China- 
Burma-India theater and became operations 
officer on the staff of Lt. Gen. Joseph W. 
Stilwell. He served under Stilwell until 
“Vinegar Joe” returned to this country in 
the fall of 1944. The China-Burma-India the- 
ater was then divided into a China theater 
under Lt. Gen. Albert C. Wedemeyer and an 
India-Burma theater under Maj. Gen. Daniel 
I, Sultan. Rusk became Sultan’s deputy chief 
of staff, engaged mostly in liaison with the 
British and Chinese on operational plans. 


Both personal and national passions ran 
high in the China-Burma-India theater. 
There were bitter differences among Gens. 
Stilwell and Claire L. Chennault, of the 
Flying Tigers, and Chiang Kai-shek; among 
the Americans, British and Chinese in the 
theater, and among their governments at 
home. Thus Rusk had a baptism of fire in 
international politics, as well as in warfare, 
during his two years in Asia—experience 
which doubtless will stand him in good 
stead in his new post in the State Depart- 
‘ment now. 

Rusk returned to this country in March, 
1945, on what was intended to be a temporary 
assignment. As the war drew to a close, 
however, his orders were changed and he 
was re-assigned to the General Staff in Wash- 
ington. 

He left the Army in January, 1946, with 
the rank of colonel and entered the State 
Department as Assistant Chief of the Divi- 
sion of International Security Affairs, which 
had been established to deal, through the 
United Nations, with disarmament, the pro- 
posed international police force and other 
questions of world military security. Rusk 
stayed only five months in this post. In May, 
1946, he returned to the War Department 
and worked for 10 months with Assistant 
Secretary of War Howard Peterson on 
| “politico-military” problems such as those 
involved in the military government of occu- 
pied Axis territory and relations among the 
War, Navy and State Departments. 


Was Assistant Secretary 
For United Nations Affairs. 


This mission accomplished, Rusk went back 
to the State Department in March, 1947. His 
rise in diplomacy was now even more rapid 
than his rise in the army had been. His 
first post was that of Director of the Office 
of Special Political Affairs, which dealt with 
United Nations questions. In January, 1949, 
he became Assistant Secretary for United 
Nations Affairs. On May 31 that same year 
he was named Deputy Under Secretary. 

Anyone who is concerned in a responsible 
capacity with world affairs needs to have his 
wits about him and, therefore, to be fresh 
and in good condition, and Rusk tries to 
keep fit by playing golf and tennis and swim- 
ming at the Army-Navy Country Club. He 
is also an amateur carpenter and, \ orking 
in his livigg room, has made bookcases, cup- 
boards and dressers for his apartment. 

Rusk was married June 19, 1937, to Vir- 
ginia Foisie, one of his students—and a Phi 
Beta Kappa too—at Mills College. The Rusks 
have three children: David Patrick, 10; Rich- 
ard Geary, 3; and Margaret Elizabeth, 1. 

The Assistant Secretary is a Democrat and 
a Presbyterian. He was decorated with the 
Legion of Merit with Oak Leaf Cluster for 
his army service, and had an LL.D. conferred 
on him by Davidson College, his alma mater, 
in 1948. Besides belonging to the Army-Navy 
Country Club, he is also a member of the 
Commonwealth Club of San Francisco, the 
American Political Science Association and 


the American Society of International Law.

Wagner’s integration of drama, mu- 
sic and spectacle on a single unified 
time scale has always been a severe 
problem of understanding for musicians 
and naive listeners whose ears and 
minds are accustomed to the smaller 
and more intense designs of the so- 
called classical period that reached its 
culmination in Beethoven. 

A Schubert song completes its design 
in about four minutes. The Beethoven 
“Eroica” Symphony presents the great- 
est drama in orchestral music in about 
48 minutes, of which the colossal first 
movement takes but 15. Wagner’s Ring 
Cycle lasts through four performances 
of at least three hours each, and Wag- 
ner’s meaning is not complete without 
all four parts. 

Unfortunately, Wagner’s popularity 
has led to performance of extracts from 
his dramas at orchestral concerts in a 
guise that defeats the Wagner purpose 
completely, “Wagnerian excerpts” 
simply do not make sense, musically or 
dramatically, out of context. 

That many full-scale Wagnerian Par 
formances are inadequate is lamentable. 
Perfection is almost impossiblé in such 
a complicated hybrid as opera. Any 
opera fan knows it and makes the nec- 
essary allowances. 

I almost demand, however, that Vir- 
ginia Hinrichs, who raised the Wagner 
question in this column, give the Victor 
record album of the first act of “Die 
Walkuere” a chance; it’s the real Wag- 
ner, with his best foot forward!

Here are three leading political connections: 

1, Connection with Gov. Smith. i 

Binaggio promised that when Forrest Smith 
became Governor, Missouri would open up for 
commercialized gambling. On this assurance 
gamblers rented quarters and spent money fix- 
ing them up. East Side gamblers are said to 
have contributed $100,000 to the Smith campaign 
and St. Louis gamblers $57,000. But though the 
Governor’s Police Board appointments produced 
some uneasy weeks, the green light never went 
on. Now the Post-Dispatch prints a report from 
Jefferson City that John H. Hendren, chairman 
of the State Democratic Committee, was forced 
to refund $100,000 Jo the Illinois gamblers who 
had expected to move in. 

2. Connection with 1950 Senate race. 

Binaggio joined in a St. Louis-Kansas City 
factional deal to elect a Senator to take the 
seat of Forrest Donnell. He never declared 
himself publicly for Thomas C. Hennings, and 
former Representative Hennings, though at first 
non-committal, has repeatedly denied that he 
had any political relations with Binaggio. Yet 
the Hennings candidacy stood to be largely a 
city candidacy. Binaggio was opposed to Pres- 
ident Truman’s hand-picked choice, Emery W. 
Allison, and the most effective way to oppose 
Allison would have been to support Hennings. 
Binaggio’s death removes the one political fig- 
ure most likely to lead a strong anti-Allison 
fight in Kansas City. 

3. Connection with the 1946 vote fraud. 

Binaggio was the political boss in many of the 
precincts which were under investigation when 
the ballot evidence in the 1946 Democratic pri- 
mary fraud was stolen from the vault of the 
Kansas City Election Board nearly three years 
ago. One of Binaggio’s henchmen, Henry Mc- 
Kissick, was indicted but not convicted. Though 
the FBI says it has left no stone unturned, no 
one has ever been charged with the theft of 
the evidence of fraud. If no one tells between 
now and May 27-28 who blew the safe and stole 
the evidence, three years will have passed and 
the statute of limitations will apply. 

These are political connections enough. The 
FBI should pursue this case with all its energy 
and all its resources. But let there be this 
warning: Missourians remember the limited way 
in which the FBI entered the vote fraud case. 
They remember the slowness of the Department 
of Justice. They remember the lack of interest 
of President Truman. 

This time let there be a demonstration that 
Washington knows forthwith an outrageous 
crime when it sees one, that it seeks to find 
the guilty and not to cover up, that it is against 
the rape of democracy in Missouri just as much 
as behind the Iron Curtain.

It was an historic week in the United States 
Senate, a normally talkative body where serious 
orations sometimes give way to filibusters and 
readings of home recipes. On April 4 the 
chamber simply ran out of things,to say and 
recessed two hours early.

Easter Gift to the DPs’ 
Almost five years after the end of the fighting 
in Europe, the Senate has adopted a satisfactory 


measure adopted in the House almost a year ago. 
that agreement between the two chambers is 
virtually a foregone conclusion. — 

Of course, some of the war’s unhappiest vic- 
tims. have. been admitted to the United States 
before this—but on terms which were too re- 
strictive. The Senate measure extends the time 
for the arrival of such people in the United 
States by a year. It increases the number to 
be admitted by 139,000. It also removes those 
restrictions as to origin, occupation and time 
of arrival in Western Germany which made 
the old law meaningless for many DPs. 

The Senate, however, rejected a proposal to 
open the United States to German refugees 
under this legislation. This was wise because 
the question of the Germans threatened to con- 
fuse the issue. Indeed, it might have blocked 
adoption of the liberalizing legislation. These 
Germans, however, are a very real problem. 

They are people who lived for generations in 
Czechoslovakia ang other parts of’ eastern and 
southeastern Europe. They were dispossessed 
because of their ethnic origin, and many of 
them are having a very difficult time of it 
trying to find shelter and employment in trun- 
cated and overcrowded Western Germany. Their 
fate demands the study of all who believe that 
they have at least some degree of responsibility 
for their fellow human beings. 

As for the non-German DPs, they must still 
have sponsors to guarantee that they will not 
become burdens on American communities. 
That many Americans are willing to assume 
such responsibility in a world of barricaded 
frontiers is an indication of how far Sena- 
ator McCarran was from representing popular 
opinion in his one-man blockade of this legisla- 
tion. This willingness to give the DPs a chance 
to begin life anew is particularly appropriate to 
this Easter season. 


Nijinsky 

The death of Vaslav Nijinsky will undoubtedly 
awaken a chain reaction of memories among 
the devotees of the ballet. Those who were 
fortunate enough to see him will never forget 
his breath-taking entrance in “The Specter of 
the Rose” or his delicate and allusive miming 
in “The Afternoon of a Faun.” 

The less favored know him largely through 
the glowing descriptions of others including not 
only the members of his audiences, but his 
artistic collaborators such as Diaghilev, Karsa- 
vina and Stravinsky. All agree that he was a 
phenomenon: a creature who could ‘pause in 
the air like a bird in flight; a human being 
endowed with a set of faculties that enabled 
him to perform, as if by instinct, on a higher- 
than-human level. 

As Nijinsky seemed specially endowed for 
this one mission in life his confinement in a 
sanitarium at the peak of his career had the 
force of genuine tragedy. In one sense he ceased 
to exist back in 1919 when his mind was shat- 
tered. In another sense he is still alive wherever 
the ballet is performed. 
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Conviction of Harry Bridges 

In a week overflowing with news, Harry 
Bridges’ conviction seemed less important than 
it would have at other times. Moreover, the 
verdict came at the end of the Government’s 
third long-drawn-out attempt to lay the basis for 
deporting the longshoremen’s stormy leader. In 
1939, after six months of hearings, Special 
Commissioner Landis.ruled that Bridges was “an 
energetic radical but not a Communist.” In 
1945, after more extensive hearings, Bridges won 
in the Supreme Court. Along the way, he also 
won a contempt case before the high tribunal. 

This time the issue was whether Bridges lied 
when, in becoming a naturalized citizen in 
1945, he swore he had never been a Communist. 
Eleven witnesses said he had been or attended 
Communist meetings. No documentary evidence 
was submitted and Bridges’ witnesses attempted 
to refute the prosecution. But the great pre- 
ponderance of testimony was against him and 
the jurors took it on weight. There can be 
no quarrel with that for such is trial by jury. 

Thus after all these years of hot pursuit by 
those who want to get him out of the country, 
Bridges is at last convicted in a case that may 
stand up on appeal. But if Bridges wins out 
again should not this third effort to deport 
him be enough? Already he is a martyr to 
many union men. To many Americans it is 
proper to bar an applicant for citizenship if he 
is a Communist, but improper to bar him just 
because he once was one. 

If the perjury charge can be _ sustained, 
Bridges should pay the law’s penalty, and doubt: 
less he will. But prosecution must not become 
persecution. That remarkable book, “The Le- 
gacy of Sacco and Vanzetti,” by former Dean 
Morgan of the Harvard Law School, and new 
appraisals of Altgeld and Gene Debs are notable 
reminders that those once despised are not 
necessarily always so. 
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Lurid @omics and Children’s Tastes 


In barring in St. Louis lurid comic bobdks by 
ordinance, the Board of Aldermen has a good 
intention in mind, but has chosen the wrong 
method. Where is a plain dividing line between 
lurid and non-lurid? Who would say where it 
lay? And does anyone believe a prohibition- 
by-law would prevent offensive comic books 
from being sold, or prevent children from read- 
ing them? 

The best way to drive the offensive type of 
comic book out of a child’s life, or to prevent 
it from ever finding a place there, is to forestall 
it with something better. The best way to supply 
something better is through education. In the 
home and in the school and through association 
with other children and adults, a child can be 
guided into developing good taste. 
comic will then be screened out, not because it 
is prohibited by law, but because it is distasteful 
to the child.

Subversion: The Old Story 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Every crisis has left United States “sodden with treason,” writer 
says, yet Republic has survived; traitors included high officials 
but no one has been executed for the crime; much seditious activity 
escaped the law because of narrow constitutional definition.

The record shows that in every crisis of 
our history the United States has been 
simply sodden with treason—or with sedi- 
tion and disloyalty which escaped being 
treason only because of the narrowness of 
the constitutiona! definition. Yet the Re- 
public has survived. 

What is more, no one has ever been 
put to death for treason against the United 
States. John Brown and his followers 
were hanged for treason against Virginia, 
which they had not committed, since not 
being residents of 
that state they owed 
it no allegiance; not 
for the treason 
against the United 
States which they 
certainly had com- 
mitted. Nobody else 
has ever been 
hanged for it either, 
yet the Republic has 
survived. 

Nor were all our 
traitors or near- 
traitors small frv. 
They include a for- 
mer Vice President 
of the United States, 
a former Secretary of State, and a com- 
manding general of the Army. None of 
these men was ever convicted; ex-Vice 
President Aaron Burr escaped because 
John Marshall, the judge, and John Ran- 
dolph, the foreman of the grand jury, both 
hated President Jefferson, who was trying 
to get Burr—and because the evidence 
then available was not conclusive.

Aaron Burr’s Maneuvers 


If they had known what was not to be 
discovered till decades later, in foreign 
archives, about Burr’s approaches to the 
British and Spaniards (‘as later he ap- 
proached the French) they would certainly 
have found him guilty of something; but 
it is doubtful if they could have found him 
guilty of treason. 

Burr’s trial “revealed the incredible 
weakness in the American doctrine of 
treason embodied in the Constitution”; he 
had plotted war against the United States 
but had not got around to actually levying 
it; he had approached foreign govern- 
ments with proposals that they invade the 
United States, but since they never actu- 
ally did so they never became “enemies” 
to whom he could have given aid and com- 
fort. 

Ex-Secretary of State Timothy Picker- 
ing, after betraying the President he was 
supposed to serve, spent the rest of his 
life trying to detach New England from 
the Union, and perhaps to re-attach it to 
Old England—an enterprise which failed, 
it has been suggested, because George 
Cabot was too lazy to undertake the work 
necessary to carry it out. (Or maybe also 
because the ordinary people of New Eng- 
land, still to some extent disfranchised, 
took a different view; after all, they sup- 
plied most of the recruits for the regular 
regiments with which Jacob Brown and 
Winfield Scott won victories on the 
Niagara frontier.) 


A Double-Cross Expert 


Yet while Pickering and his friends had 
certainly given aid and comfort to the 
enemies of the United States in wartime, 


they were probably not technically guilty, 


of treason, for they did not “adhere” to 
those enemies in the sense of taking their 
orders; they just did it because they liked 
it. The same distinction was glaringly evi- 
dent in 1942-45. 

As for General James Wilkinson, his 
misbehavior, too, was not to become fully 
known until the Spanish archives were 
explored a century later, though many 
people, notably John dolph, arrived at 
a correct estimate of character with- 
out that. 

‘He was undoubtedly the most brilliant 


expert in the double and triple cross that 
this continent has ever produced. Com- 
pared to him Judas Iscariot was a man 
whom you would gladly entrust with the 
guardianship of your children and the ad- 
ministration of your estate. Yet he was 
not a traitor by constitutional definition. 
He played with Burr but double-crossed 
him in time; while he commanded the 
United States Army he was on the payroll 
of Spain and earned his Spanish salary; 
but we were only in a cold war with 
Spain, not a shooting war, so he was ad- 
hering to no declared enemy. He be- 
trayed everyone who ever trusted him; yet 
he might have become the national hero 
by conquering Montreal and Quebec if he 
had not been as incompetent as corrupt. 


One Road to Rebellion 


Trying to find some defense against 
the partisan ferocity of the Alien and 
Sedition Laws (which were administered, 
if they were not enacted, so as to give 
the Federalists a chance to win an election 
which they had small hope of winning 
without them), Thomas Jefferson and 
James Madison devised the Kentucky and 
Virginia Resolutions. 

The Federalists lost the election, and 
would probably have lost it anyway, but 
Jefferson and Madison had announced the 
doctrine of nullification, with at least an 
implication of secession. Their authority 
had been given to a doctrine which was 
tentatively fingered by the irresolute New 
England secessionists of 1814 and picked 
up by the Southern secessionists of 1860. 

The attack of Congressman Abraham 
Lincoln on the Mexican War and the Ad- 
ministration that was conducting it also 
justified secession and revolution. Aside 
from that it was regarded then, and would 
be regarded now, only as an intemperate 
but legitimate exercise of the right of free 
speech, calling for no punishment except 
that which it actually incurred—his de- 
‘eat for re-election. 

It is an amazing record; even if you 
have known all the parts of the story their 
assemblage into a whole will raise your 
hair. Nathaniel Weyl has assembled them 
in a new book, “Treason: The Story of 
Disloyalty and Betrayal in American His- 
tory” (Public Affairs Press). 

That few of the hundreds of people 
whose cases are here discussed were guilty 


‘of treason, and that fewer still were con- 


victed, we owe to the rigid limitations’ of 
the constitutional definition: 

“Treason against the United States shall 
consist only in levying war against them, 
or in adhering to their enemies, giving 
them aid and comfort. No person shall be 
convicted of treason unless on the testi- 
mecny of two witnesses to the same overt 
act, or on confession in open court.” 


Written by “Traitors” 


This definition obviously excludes very 
dangerous activities which might be car- 
ried on against the security of the United 
States, especially in peacetime, but, as 
Mr. Weyl observes, instead of trying to 
extend the definition of treason or indulg- 
ing in wanton prosecutions, we have “cre- 
ated crimes similar to treason.” Some of 
thése laws have,become instruments of 
oppression in times of inflamed public 
opinion, but some of them have been nec- 
essary and are necessary still. 

There was good reason for this narrow 
constitutional definition—written, it must 
be remembered, by men who had them- 
selves been traitors to the British Crown 
and liable to the ferocious punishment 
provided for traitors by British law until 
their treason was wiped out by their 
success.

3. “Ability to control the seas : and the tress which 
cross the seas is essential to our security and to our struggle 
to prevent any hostile power from so dominating all of 
Europe, Asia and Afriea as to menace our survival.” 


In other words, if we are to 
be able to protect our own in- 


terests and come to the help of 
our friends and alliés in Western 
Europe, the .Middle East or the 
Far East in time of need, we need 
a powerful Navy as part of our 
fighting team—or we won't be 
able to get there at all except 
with a few long-range aircraft. 
Our ability to “get there” is the 
only fact that holds back Soviet 
aggression and keeps the world 
at peace, It is the solid founda- 
tion of our foreign policy. 

Reds Have Strong Navy. 
‘ But, as Adm. Sherman goes on 
to point out to the Post-Dispatch, 
it isn’t true to say that Russia 
has no Navy worth speaking of: 
“Our principal potential enemy 
does in truth possess a very pow- 
erful Navy designed for its own 
unique geographical situation. A 
self-contained military power, al- 
ready in possession of the bulk of 
two continents and with the po- 
tential capability to envelop and 
occupy the territory adjacent, has 
no need for extended lines of 
sea communications. Its naval 
problem differs radically from 
our own. Our business, in a war 
with such a power, would be to 
get at the enemy with speed and 
in strength, while at the same 
time keeping open the sea-lanes 
on which we depend. Our possi- 
ble opponent, on the, other hand, 
would seek to prevent us from 
transporting our military strength 
across the ocean.” 
- Thus our Navy in a war with 
the Soviet Union would have two 
major roles, offensive and defen- 
sive. 

Its principal offensive missions 
would be: 

1, Attack with its own ship- 
borne weapons (aircraft, guided 
missiles, guns and rockets) against 
enemy forces or material targets, 
. by land or sea or in the air. The 
chief naval unit for this purpose 
is the fast carrier task force. 

2. The movement by sea, land- 
ing and initial support (air, gun- 
fire, and logistic) of armies and 
land-based air forces, The chief 
naval unit for this purpose is the 
amphibious task force. 

Defensive Mission. 

The Navy’s principal defensive 
mission would be to protect our 
shipping and coasts against at- 
tack by enemy submarines. The 
chief naval units for this purpose 
are (1) the anti-submarine 
“hunter-killer” -task group; (2) 
convoy escorts; (3) coastal patrol 
vessels; (4) land-based patrol air- 
craft. 

The work of these strictly anti- 
submarine elements may, how- 
ever, have to be supplemented by 
offensive operations having an 
anti-submarine purpose, involving 
the big carrier task groups, or 
even amphibious task groups. 
(This will be discussed in greater 
detail in the next article of this 
series, dealing with anti-sub- 
marine warfare.) 

The kind of Navy we need, 
therefore, is a Navy capable of 
carrying out any or all of these 
missions. This means many dif- 
ferent kinds of ships, from the 
huge fleet aircraft carriers down 
through cruisers, destroyers and 


submarines to the smaller types 
of escort and Manding craft, sup- 
ported oy all sorts of auxiliary 
ships necessary for the supply, 
repair. and maintenance of the 
fleet. It also means many differ- 
ent kinds and ‘sizes of aircraft: 
carrier based fighters. and attack 
bombers, anti-submarine ~ teams 
with special gear, long-range 
shore-based patrol planes, oh 
picket planes, and many othe 
And it means the constant devel- 
opment, building and testing of 
new. kinds of ships (such as 
guided missile ships and anti- 
submarine submarines) and new 
kinds of aircraft to keep pace 
with the constantly advancing 
progress’ of technical develop- 
ment. 
Russia’s Naval Problem. 

The Russian naval problem is 
much simpler. The basis of their 
naval power is the submarine, 
proven in two wars to be well 
adapted for cutting our sea-lanes 
to Europe and now technically 
improved to a high degree. For 
surface ships they need only suf- 
ficient force to control the Baltic 
and Black Seas and perhaps do 
a little distant raiding just to 
keep us dispersed and anxious. 
Their naval aircraft can be con- 


fined to coastal patrol types. 
They have no need for carrier 
task forces and very little need 
for amphibious task forces or for 
anti-submarine units. They don’t 
want to go anywhere in ships, as 
we do. Where they want to go, 
they can wélk—or roll on wheels. 

Their navy has a single well- 
defined mission—to protect their 
armies and land-based air forces 
in Europe and Asfa by keeping 
American fighting power bottled 
up in North America. Their navy 
is built, trained and designed to 
carry out that one mission, just as 
ours is built, trained and designed 
to carry out all its various mis- 
sions. 

There is nothing new in this 
concept of having a Navy tailored 
for its job. Take our own his- 
story. In the Civil War we need- 
ed a Navy of shallow-draft moni- 
tors and gunboats for blockading 
the Southern ports, plus a few 
fast cruisers to run down Con- 
federate commerce-raiders and 


‘the river flotillas which supported 


our armies in the West. In World 
War I we needed anti-submarine 
craft — prihcipally destroyers— 
more than anything else. In 
World: War II we had the far 
more .complex task of dealing 
with German submarines in the 
Atlantic while carrying out a full- 
scale naval war against a major 
sea-power (Japan) in the Pacific. 
In each case we built te kind 
of Navy we needed, mostly after 
the war had_started and the na- 
ture of the naval missions became 
apparent. 

Today we can’t afford to as- 
sume that we’ll have time to do 
that. We must have a Navy 
fittea- and trained for its fore- 
seeable duties and ready to go at 
a moment’s notice. On its readi- 
ness, and the enemy’s realization 
of that readiness, the chances of 
avoiding World War III may very 
largely depend.

BRITISH EASE TAX 
FOR AMERICAN, 
CANADIAN VISITORS 


LONDON, April 8 (AP)—The 
Board of Trade announted today 
United States and Canadian tour- 
ists henceforth ‘may buy up to 
$504 worth of any kind of goods 
here without paying the stiff Brit- 
ish purchase tax. The previous 
limit was $280 and applied only 
to clothing. 

The new dollar bait works like 
this: | 
. Afherican tourists who change 
their dollars at a British bank will 
receive five tax exemption cou- 
pons for ezzh-15 pounds sterling 
A$42) purchased. Each coupon is} 
good for spending one pound 
($2.80) without paying the pur- 
chase tax. The maximum number 
of coupons which may be issued 
to any one person is 180. The 
former maximum was 100, at the 
rate of five coupons for each 24 
pounds ($67.20). 

The coupons represent a real 
saving, because the purchase tax 
runs as high as 125 per cent on 


luxury items and average around 
33 1-3 per cent. 

Tourists who spend all their 
coupons may buy additional goods 
free of tax by having their pur- 
chases shipped direct to their 
home addresses abroad. But with 
the coupons they may take im- 
mediate possession in Britain. 

The scheme is effective from

Untouchables 
‘Still Inferior 
Class in India 


Anti - Discrimination 
Law Has Eased 
Lot Only Slightly: 


—Prey for Reds.

NEW DELHI, April 8 (AP). 


NDIA is learning that it will 
take more than a clause in the 


new republic’s constitution to 
raise its 60,000,000 untouchables 
to equality with their fellow 
citizens. 

Nor will more laws and or- 
dinances be of much help. What 
good is freedom to enter temples 
if you have not the pittance to 
buy offerings? 

What good is freedom to take 
any occupation if no one will hire 
you or give you a decent wage? 
What good is freedom to live 
and work anywhere ff you have 
no friends re and find only 
hostility. among your new neigh- 
bors? 

What good is education for your 
children if their inferior status 
is emphasized by segregated 
classes or separate schools? 
Conditions of life for the un- 
touchables have improved im- 
mensely in the last 20 or 30 years. 
But’ these 60,000,000 Harijans 
(children of God) as Gandhi called 
them and as they are known gen- 
erally now, remain in fact, if not 
in law, the “depressed classes.” 
In many parts of the country 
ne still are complete outcasts 
from society, fit only for the filthy 
tasks that would defile high born 
caste Hindus. 

It is clear that only a social 
revolution will finally wipe out 
untouchability. Perhaps it can be 
won with education—both of the 
Harijans and the caste Hindus. 
Perhaps victory lies in improved 
economic econditions and _  in- 
creased prosperity. - 

However, either course re- 
quires 10 or 20 years or maybe 
a whole generatian. Does India 
have the time? 

Jagjivan Ram, Minister of 
Labor in the Nehru cabinet and 
an untouchable himself, sees an 
immediate danger to the country 
that demands an immediate 
defense. 

Ready Converts for Reds. 
“The untouchable,” he says, “‘is 
too poor and too ignorant to un- 
derstand the meaning of any 
‘isms.’ If anyone, whatever his 
party label, offers him free land 
and better living conditions, 
naturally he falls for that man. 
In some villages of India the Red 
flag with the hammer and sickle 
already is associated with the 
utopian .world. 

“It was in Warangal .and Nal- 
gonda (Eastern Hyderabad) that 
the untouchable went all-out to 
upport the Communists who 
killed the landlord and gave away 
his land.

Our Political Economy. 


Two Factors Offset Alarmists' 
Creeping Unemployment Theory

RE we suffering from creeping unemployment? 


When census 


figures showed 4,700,000 unemployed in February, there. were 
sounds of alarm from Government and labor that our economy 
was not growing fast enous to ahsorb the new workers coming into 


the labor force. 

.It was true that the 4,700,000 
was the highest figure in more 
than eight years and close to the 
danger mark set by the Pres- 
ident’s Council of Economie Ad- 
visers. On the basis of this global 
figure, some Washington econ- 
omists painted a frightening pic- 
ture of gradual economic stagna- 
tion, with production levels 
steady and unemployment rising. 
As Leon Keyserling put it, “if 
you have the same economic level 
Lin 1954 as in 1948, you could have 
10,000,000 unemployed. 

This new stagnation thesis was 
scarcely launched, however, when 
it received something of a punc- 
ture from the March unemploy- 
ment figures. These showed a 
drop of 561,000 in unemployment 
from the February high. 

But even had overall unemploy- 
ment figures not dropped, a cur- 
sory examination of the facts 
would have shown some radical 
shortcomings in the analysis. You 
cannot diagnose the employment 
problem without answering at 
least two questions: Who are the 
unemployed? And where are 


they? 
HE Labor Department lists 43]. 
T cities and towns as areas of 

critical unemployment (12 per 
cent or more out of work). Most 
of them are in the Northeast, with 
heaviest concentration in Pennsyl- 
a Connecticut and Massachu- 
setts. 


In these areas, two industries 
account for a major share of the 
unemployment; bituminous coal 
and textiles. Of much less impor- 
tance has been a cut-back in de- 
fense contracts for aircraft and 
shipbuilding. 


This is not the picture of a 
sick economy unable to absorb 
new workers, but of a crisis in 
two .industries. .One of these, 
coal mining, has been declining 
for nearly thirty years. The other 
is in, the process of migration 
from New England to the South. 


The nineteenth century saw a 
similar crisis in the whaling cen- 
ters of New England, the canal 
towns along the Erie and the 
Chesapeake and Ohio canals, and 
the mining camps of the Far West. 
Such changes are essential to a 
dynamic economy. 

This is not to minimize the dis- 
location they.entail. But we can 
deal more realistically with the 
problem if we see it for what it 
is, instead of making foggy gen- 
eralizations about creeping unem- 
ployment. Regions with declining 
industries need either new indus- 
tries, or emigration of the labor 
force. Public -works would at 
best be a palliative, and they 


could do real harm if they dis- 
couraged needed readjustments in 
our economy. 
7 +. > 

E have seen where the most 

serious unemployment is. 

Now let us see who is unem- 
ployed. If our economy were in 
fact not absorbing new additions 
to the labor ferce, this should be 
reflected in the increasing pro- 
portion of young people among 
the unemployed. 

Actually, however, that propor- 
tion is declining. February fig- 
ures showed that 33 per cent of 
the unemployed are 24 or under. 
But last year 36 per cent were in 
this age group, and in 1948, near- 
ly 40 per cent. 

The squeeze is rather on the 
older workers. .Because of job 
seniority, they are the last to be 
laid off. Once unemployed, how- 
ever, they have a very hard time 
finding new ,work. is par- 
ticularly true in industries which 
have old-age pension plans. The 
companies “consider the older 
workers a financial liability. 


This entails serious personal 
problems for a large group of our 
citizens. It also means an in- 
creased need for public assist- 
ance. However, in appraising the 
situation we should bear in mind 
that a far higher proportion of 
older workers was employed in 
our labor force in recent years 
than is normal for our economy. 

What we are seeing is a readjust- 
ment towards higher productivity, 
a sign, not of a stagnant economy, 
but of a dynamic one. 

The figures show no hard core 
of unemployed. A third of those 
laid off wait a month or less to 
find new jobs. Two-thirds are un- 
employed for 10 weeks or less. 

In short, we can find no sup- 
port for the alarmist view that 
the American economy is failing 
to provide new job opportunities. 
Present unemployment reflects 
two particular situations: The 
normal decline of certain indus- 
tries in the Northeast, and the 
return to a younger composition 
of our labor force. 

Both situations entail problems 
for those involved. But the prob- 
lems are soonest met by recog- 
nizing them for what they are. 
The suggestion that we can con- 
tinue at present production levels 
with an ever-mounting burden 
of -unemployed is nothing but 
the stagnation thesis of the 1930's 
in modern dress. When this 
country again faces serious un- 
employment, it will be because 
of an old-fashioned, easily recog- 
nized business downturn. 

In the meantime we would do 
better as a nation to lend help 
where it is needed. Areas with 
declining industries require new 
job opportunities, or a chance for 
workers to find employment else- 
where. Our elderly people need 
a social security program which 
will give them decent retirement 
at levels worthy of the richest 
land on earth. 


dian officials find that the apathy 


of' the Harijans often makés it 
difficult to make them take ad- 
vantage of the new laws. 

Nor is it always the bigoted 
Brahmin priests or the wealthy 
Banya merchants and landowners 
who block Harijan uplift. Fre- 
quently the opposition is from 
the lower castes, the Sudras, who 
insist on keeping their separate 
identity. : 
“This attitude, however, seems 
to be disappearing in Bihar state 
in north central India, where mil- 
lions of poverty-stricken low 
caste Hindus indicate they are 
willing to join forces with the un- 
touchables to break the political 
domination of the high castes. 

Jagjivan Ram attaches great 
importance to universal adult 
franchise as specified in the con- 
stitution. 

“This works two ways,” he ex- 
plains. “First, every individual, 
including the 60,000,000 untouch- 
ables, feels he is ‘& king-maker 
and that the continuance in power 
of persons and parties depends 
on his vote. 

“Secondly, the ministers and 
legislators feel that they owe 
their vote to all the people, -ir- 
respective of their caste, creed or 
community.” . 

Situation Brighter in Cities. 

The bright side of the situation 


is that untouchability has almost| 


_—— 


disappeared from the larger cit- 
ies. City Harijans know their 
rights and are beginning to insist 
on them. Discrimination is quickly 
suppressed—by the police, if nec- 
essary. 

The qualification of this ad- 
vance is that comparatively few 
Harijans live in the cities. Most 
of them are in the villages, the 
strongholds of tradition and orth- 
odoxy. 

Jagjivan Ram says: 

“In the villages, the untouch- 
able is not paid in cash. He does 
his unclean jobs, scavenging, 
burning dead bodies, removing 
dead cattle, and waits at the 
me of his caste Hindu master 
to receive the food discarded 
from his table.” 

In some areas, caste Hindus 
have worked energetically to bet- 
ter Harijan conditions—until the 
Harijans asked for wages for 
their* labor. When their pocket- 
books were touched, these re- 
formers lost interest. 


“Untouchability persists,” 
cording to Jagjivan Ram, “be- 
cause of (i) the illiteracy and 
poverty of the untouchable, (2) 
his completé dependence upon vil- 
lage caste Hindus, (3) his ‘ignor- 
ance of his rights under the con- 
stitution and (4) the unclean work 
that he bas been doing for gen- 
erations.”

Believed to Be 
Willing to Run 


Backers Planning

IGHTLY or wrongly, those 

who have talked to Gen. 

Dwight D. Eisenhower in re- 
cent weeks are convinced that he 
has now pretty well made up his 
mind that he wants to be Presi- 
dent. He is reported to ‘have told 
at least one close friend that, 
provided there were no deals or 
compromises_ involved, and pro- 
vided he did not have to cam- 
paign for it actively, he would 
accept the Republican nomina- 
tion if offered to him. 

Others close to him are con- 
vinced that he will co-operate 
with any organization set up to 
promote an Eisenhower boom at 
least to the extent of not actively 
opposing his own nomination, as 
he did in 1948. All this may be 
wishful thinking on the part of/a 
those who are searching desper- 
ately for a way to beat Senator 
Robert A. Taft for the nomina- 
tion. But it is at least true that 
the Eisenhower backers are al- 
ready planning the broad strategy 
of an Eisenhower campaign. 

Eisenhower's First Move. 


The first move, according to 
the strategists, must be for Eisen- 
hower firmly to announce his Re- 
publication affiliation sometime 
shortly before the November elec- 
tions. This would be designed to 
mollify the regulars, who point 
out that Eisenhower: has newer 
even said he is Republican, and 
most of whom would prefer Taft 
anyway. It also would be de- 
signed to give influential Repub- 
licans second thoughts’ about 
jumping on the Taft bandwagon 
which is sure to get rolling: if 
Taft is qos re-elected in 
Ohio. 

The second move ,would be to 


set up an effective, well-heeled. 


Eisenhower organization, staffed 
with professional _ politicians, 
working for Eisenhower delegates 
in all key states. As far as 
money is concerned, there would 


be no difficulty—for example, one | 


of the fabulously rich Southern 
oil men has already let it be 
known that he would be willing to 
contribute personally a quarter of 
a million dollars to get Eisen- 
hower nominated and elected. 
The General’s only part in such 
an organization would be the en- 
tirely negative one of simply not 
repudiating the efforts on his be- 
half. Finally, at some strategic 
moment shortly before the con- 
vention, Eisenhower would for- 
mally acknowledge his availability. 
All this may be a pipe dream, 
since everything depends . on 
Eisenhower, and it is always 
easy to mistake general expres- 
sions of interest in politics for 
a personal willingness to run. 
But the purpose of the strategy 
outlined above is of course 
clear. It is, in the words of 
an Eisenhower backer, “To get 
Ike off the greund before Bob 
Taft can get the nomination in 
the bag.” 


Already the Eisenhower sup- 
porters concede that if Taft is 
triumphantly re-elected in Novem- 
ber. he will be virtually unbeat- 
able in such states as Illinois, In- 
diana, Missouri, Colorado, and, -of 
course, Ohio; that he will be ex- 
ceedingly strong throughout the 
Middle West, even in Eisenhow- 
er’s native Kansas; and that his 
hold on the Southern delegates 
will be extremely difficult to 
break. In short, with no coun- 
ter-bandwagon for the anti-Taft 
forces to rally round, and given 
time to consolidate and extend 
his strength, Taft might go to the 
convention -with a pledged ma- 
4ority of the delegates. —

Washington considers Lawton’s 
promotion from assistant director 
under Frank Pace Jr., who has 
been nominated to be Secretary 
of the Army, a_ well-deserved 
honor.

Importance of Post. 

Shy, husky and 49 years old, 
Lawton will occupy a_ position 
that has become one of the most 
influential in the Federal estab- 
lishment. The name of the budget 
director, whoever he happens to 
be, appears more often on the 
President’s calling list than any 
other. His decisions are of crit- 
ical importance because of the 
control the bureau exercises over 
Federal planning. For some years 
Lawton has attended the frequent 
White House conferences with the 
Director, and has gone alone when 
the Director has been absent. He 
is thus thoroughly familiar with 
the assignment and unquestion- 
ably enjoys Truman’s confidence. 


The job itself is not well un- 
derstood by the public. Many per- 
sons are inclined to confuse the 
budget director with the tax col- 
lector, and to swear at him un- 
justly around mid-March. The 
bureau has nothing to do with 
levying or collecting taxes; what 
it does do will be explained in 
this article. 

The efficial Congressional Di- 
"tives 3 begins its section on the 

xecutive branch with, President 
Truman and his secretaries and 
dssistants, lists the mame of a 
liaison officer, and then*lists the 
personnel of the Budget Bureau. 
Following the Budget Bureau are 
such agencies as. the Council of 
Economic Advisers, the National 
Security Council and the Nation- 
al Security Resources Board. 

This is a good measure of the 
bureau’s importance. The fact is 
that a great many of the decisions 
ape pronouncements made by 

esident Truman are in reality 
those of the budget director. 

Year’s Work on Budget. 


- The aggregate of the Presi- 
dent’s decisions appears. each 
Jariuary in the form of a budget 
for the fiscal year beginning the 
following July. It represents a 
year’s work. This year it consists 
of 1300 pages, weighs five and 
a half pounds, and costs $9.90, 
about 50 cents less than last year. 
Accompanying it is a 44-page 
“layman’s budget,” a summary of 
the big document, which costs 
20 cents at the Government Print- 
ing Office, and which the bureau 
would like to see become a best 
seller. 

“Our Government is the crea- 
tion and the servant of the peo- 
ple,” Pace said recently, “and I 
am constantly amazed that the 
people are so poorly informed on 
how and why their Government 


is spending their money. Critics 
imply that ‘spending’ is merely 
a capricious whim and that the 
Federal. Government somehow 
manages to spend 40 billion dol- 
lars a year for no particular pur- 
pose and with no visible effect.” 

If one listens to Republican 
critics who have been crying oyt 
about the expected deficit of 
$5,100,000,000 in a time of seem- 
ing prosperity, and urging the 
most rigid economy, one can eas- 
ily arrive at the conclusion the 
country is going to the dogs in a 
hurry. A visit to the bureau puts 


the situation in a different light. 
Security Commitments. 

Lawton regards the budget as 
no longer purely an economic 
document or a_ statement of 
progress in the sense that a budg- 
et for an individual or a busi- 
ness would be. He thinks of it 
as a statergent of international 
and national security commit- 
ments, commitments to pay obli- 
gations incurred because of past 
wars and «commitments in the 
domestic field. 

If the budget were set up on a 
capital basis like that of a private 
business, it is explained, the defi- 
cit would be about one and a half 
billion dollars, not five billions. 
As an example, the nation is 
spending 600 million dollars an- 
nually for stockpiling, but this is 
set down as an expenditure 
rather than as the acquisition of 
an asset. 

To those who think the current 
budget is far too big, the explana- 
tion is given that is is just about 
20 billion dollars smaller than it 
would have been if the President 
and the Budget Bureau had al-

S the House of Representatives battles over appropriations for 
fiscal 1951, a jackpot question likely to arise in many minds 
is this: “How is it possible to prepare a sensible budget. ask- 
ing for the unimaginable sum of $42,400,000,000?” 

For the answer one must turn to the Bureau of the Budget, 
soon to be headed by Frederick J. Lawton, a man who probably 
knows more about the budget-making process than anyone else in 
He has served as an executive under five budget 
directors and when he was designated for promotion to the bu- 
reau’s top job-by President Truman recently, one of his colleagues 
remarked that “bureau chiefs may come and go, but Lawton goes 


lowed-the various agencies all the 
money they wanted. 

About 74 per cent ‘of the budget 
goes to pay for past wars and ef- 
forts to avert another war and 
preparations for one if it comes. 
There has been criticism of ex- 
cessive administrative costs in 
handling veterans’ affairs, but it 
is noted, for example, that any 
trimming of these costs must 
come out of only a.small part of 
the total veterans’ budget. About 
96 per cent of the $6,100,000,000 
sought for veterans in 1951 will 
be handed out in direct payments. 

Assignment of Work. 

The Budget Bureau, which has 
a total of about 525 employes, 
began work on the 1951 budget 
in January of 1949. At that time 
the staff. members assigned to the 
various agencies spent a good 
many days studying program 
problems at first hand. Within 
the bureau are dozens of small © 
units each assigned permanently 
to an agency. By this device the 
bureau can carry on a sort of . 
running supervision of the scat- 
tered executive departments. 

In April. the bureau began in- 
tensive discussions of what the 
over-all fiscal considerations 
probably would be for 1951. The 
staff consulted informally with 
the President’s chief fiscal ad- 
visers and discussed all high poli- 
cy questions with Truman, In 
May the staff met individually 
with Cabinet officers and the 
heads of all major agencies. At 
the latter meetings the Director 
outlined the problems and 
stressed Truman’s request for a 
stringent fiscal policy. Each Cab- 
inet officer presented his prob- 
lems. 

Policy matters that could not 
be resolved in these discussions 
were referred to the President 
for decision. After the President 
had made his decisions, the ,bu- 
reau set a ceiling for each agency. 
The ceiling process, which has 
been used only two years, forces 
each agency head to adjust his 
own program within a fixed limit, 
but it permits him to submit a 
“B list” of.projects that fall out- 
side the celing. These B projects 
are evaluated by the bureau and 
the President. 

The departments appeared be- 
fore budget bureau examiners at 
hearings in September. They pre- 
sented about the same informa- 
tion they later would give in tes- 
timony before House and Senate 
Appropriations Committees. These 
committees present revenue meas- 
ures to the Senate and House for 
action, Here the figures may be 
increased or lowered. The com- 
pleted bills go to the White House 
for the final word. Measures to 
raise money to defray the bud- 
geted expenditures. originate in 
the House ‘Ways and Means Com-

mittee. 


‘Policy Discussed With President. 


The examiners who conducted 
the Budget Bureau hearings pre- 
pared recommendations which 
they presented and justified be- 
fore the Board of ‘Review of the 
Budget Bureau. This board’s rec- 
ommendations and policy ques- 
tions were discussed with the 
President and in November and 
December the President made his 
final determination and the agen- 
cies were notified by letter. They 
had the right of appeal to the 
bureau or to the President. 

The process has been described 
as “a close, hard, tight, grinding 
and difficult one.” Thé product, 
in the opinion of President Tru- 
man and budget officers, is an 
honest budget. 

Lawton is a native of Washing- 
ton and has literally spent most 
of his life working for the Gov- 
ernment. While attending George- 
town University, from which he 
graduated at the age of 19, he 
worked during vacations in vari- 
ous governmental agencies, in- 
cluding the Post Office, Census 
Bureau and Bureau of Internal 
Revenue. 

14 Years ‘in Treasury. 

On leaving college he went to 
work for the Treasury Depart- 
ment, and stayed there 14 years, 
shifting to the Budget Bureau in 
1935. He spent 10 years as execu- 
tive assistant to the director, the 
top departmental career post. 
This service was interrupted for 
five months in 1948, during which 
he was an administrative assist- 
ant to Truman. He has been as- 
sistant director for 15 months. 

Lawton, who is married and 
has three children, does not need 
to be confirmed by the Senate in 
his $17,500 post. The Senate will 
be required to confirm Pace, 
however, and Lawton will not 
take up his new duties until Pace 
is confirmed. This is expected 


soon. ,

Many of the tablets exhumed 
at Nippur were from the private 
“libraries” of the scribes—an 
early guild of intellectuals work- 
ing within the temple or under 
the patronage of affluent mer- 
chants.

HOWARD HUGHES'S . 
GIANT FLYING BOAT

LOS ANGELES, April 8 (AP)— 
Remember Howard Hughes's $28,- 
000,000 flying boat?

Mass Production of Golfers 
Succeeding at ‘Ambo College’ 


Ambo began women’s classes in 
golf two years ago and from an 
original number of about 30, at- 
tendance has increased to 115 
women who now play golf. 

“Seventh-five per cent of those 
who started stayed with it,” Ambo 
said. This is a recommendation 
in itself, for one of the hardest 
parts of golf perhaps is the mere 
business of starting to play it. 

“We tell a beginner that/ it’s 
not necessary to buy equipment at 
first,” Ambo explained. “If we 
can’t prove in 10 lessons that a 
person can learn to play, we take 
the loss in the use of equipment.” 

One of the features of group 
instruction, Ambo has found, is 
that the pupil is less apt to be- 
come confused. 

Group Instruction Helpful. 

“It gives them more time to 
think about what.they are doing, 
more so than when they take a 
concentrated session of individual 
instruction,” Ambo explained. 
This is especialty noticeable in 
the case of beginners who are 
much easier to teach individually 
after they have begun lessons in 
the group.” 

Results are definite. Among 
those who have stayed with the 
clinical instruction are many who 
started with an 18-hole score of 
140 to 150 and now play the 
course in 110 or 115, Ambo said. 

Greatest fault among women 
novices in golf, Ambo found, was 
their failure to use their hands 
and wrists in their swing. 

“They always use just their 
arms,” Ambo sald. 
tell them to snap their hands 
they don’t know what you mean.”

miles away. 

Dr. R. O. Norton, veteran coun- 
try doctor of. Louisville, Ala., 
worked by lamplight and with 
water heated over a wood stove 
to assist Mrs. Singleton, 33, de- 
liver the children. All were doing 
well despite their combined 
weight of scarcely 10 pounds.

“Her only pre-natal care came 
last Sunday when she came to me 
for a check-up,” said the country 
doctor of 38 years’ experience 
with the ills of farms and town 
residents in seutheast Alabama. 
“I took an X-ray then, but the 
report didn’t come back until this 
morning after they were born. It 
wasn't clear enough to tell there 
would be quadruplets, anyway.” 

Calls Doctor Out of Bed. 

Singleton, also 33, who grows

ODAY his properties are val- 
T ued at more than $2,000,000, 

but Winslow has yet to acquire 
the allures of a Hollywood-type 
tycoon. He makes the rounds of 
his places most of the week, 
spending only Friday and Monday 
at his headquarters in Detroit’s 
General Motors Building. In 
Springfield he holes up in the 
downtown office of the Mast-Foos 
Co., which is located in a small 
street-level store that used to 
house the OPA. Sitting at a 
utilitarian desk in the rear of the 
narrow establishment he looks 
like an $85-a-week manager ready 
to deal with a ticklish complaint 
about a lawn mower that won't 
cut the grass fast enough. De- 
spite his impressive record of 
philanthropy, not even the news- 
paper men of Springfield knew 
much about him until he began 
dishing out automobiles. 

The boss started handing out 
$20 gold pieces before World War 
I, but his philanthropic. instincts 
were not really given free rein 
until the depression made his 
business boom in a big way. Re- 
tirement of elderly owners, inter- 
nal dissension in a business or- 
ganization or actual distress are 
the three most common symptoms 
that cause Winslow to step in and: 
buy a company. During the '30s 
there was plenty of all that and 
a shrewd operator with adequate 
cash could’ prosper. Winslow 
bought whatever looked good and 
he prides himself on doing busi- 
ness straight—no fancy promo-

F by chance or otherwise you were in that swank Reno gambling 
joint known as Harold’s Club last summer, you may have had. 
some dealings with a big, sandy-haired minister of the gospel 
who was on the staff temporarily as guide, cashier and member of 


the maintenance crew. 
It’s 


always possible that. the last place you’d expect to find a 


doctor of divinity is the place you'll bump into 50-year-old Tom 
Anderson — the Rev. Dr. Thomas Anderson, that is, pastor of 
Atlanta’s big Central Congregational Church. He is a man who 
didn’t stop getting around and seeing the other side of life when 
he became a minister 26, years ago. 


Dr. Anderson doesn’t approve 
of gaming houses, even such 
ritzy places as Harold’s Club; but 
in this instance he’s fond of the 
manager and other people who 
work there regularly. While he 
cannot look with the slightest ap- 
proval on their way of making a 
living out of thrill-hungry 
suckers, he still does not believe 
that a man or woman who works 
in a gambling joint is necessarily 
beyond the pale of goodness. 

As a matter of fact, he said, a 
good many of the folks working 


in Harold’s Club are good family ' 


people, and he enjoyed visiting 
them in their homes. 

The minister refused to accept 
are proffered for his 16-day 

stint in the club.' He simply 


couldn’t bring himself to accept | 
‘money made in a gambling joint. 


Being against gambling, he felt 
that to accept pay would compro- 
mise his position and, at the same 
time, undo any good that he might 
have accomplished in passing. 
The manager, with whom he yet 
corresponds on matters of religion 
and philosophy, put the money 
back into the safe with the ob- 
servation, “You're the- most diffi- 
cult man I ever had to deal with.” 

However, Dr. Anderson has 
never minded taking an honest 
dollar from some business re- 
garded as legitimate. He has hap- 
pily pocketed his pay as cook 
on a Chesapeake Bay trawler, as 
a taxi driver in San Francisco, 
as a quartermaster aboard a Puget 
Sound freighter, as a deckhand 
aboard a San Francisco seagoing 
tug, as a night guard in a West- 
ern sheep camp, and as a gar- 
dener in Mexico City. He has also 
taken pay as a laborer on the 
streets of Philadelphia, as a bread 
salesman in Harlem, as a fruit 
picker in the West, and as a 
logger in the Oregon big timber. 

When he applied to Harold’s 
Club for a job, he put it this 
way: 

“Please do not think that I am 
a ‘crackpot,’ for I am not. On 
the. other hand, I am sure that 
an experience would be an en- 
riching thing to me in my work. 
It is vastly important that a man 
in my field understand human 
life, and the only way to do it 
is to go to the various places

R. ANDERSON’S penchant for 
Pproaming is deep-seated. He 

ran away to sea at 12, and was 
an able seaman in his teens. As a 
boy of 17, stranded in far-off 
Sydney, Australia, he happened 
upon a Salvation Army street 
meeting. 

This proved to be the turning 
point in his life. As the Salvation 
Army workers, with earnest, shin- 
ing faces sang: such a song as: 
“Jesus is tenderly calling thee 
home, Calling today, calling to- 
day ...” the boy’s eyes filled 
with tears, his heart melted, 
and he was converted.

this man had wanted to study 
great music, but he never could 
afford it.

—needs to understand this and 
also to understand why people are 
what they are,” Dr. Anderson ex- 
plains. “He needs to realize why 
they are not as society thinks they 
should be. In gaining this under- 
standing, he learns compassion— 
to a small degree, I think, the 
compassion of Jesus Christ. 

“God has this understanding to 
a far greater degree than any 
man can ever have it, and I be- 
lieve He is a compassionate Cre-

“T have hever found a person 
who was irredeemably bad. In 
different environments, many who 
were very bad would have grown 
great. The capacity to do good 
sometimes is measured by the ca- 
pacity to do evil.

Recipes for Apple Trifle and 
Sweet Milk Gems were side by 
side with “A Nice Hair Wash,” 
the cure for fever and ague, and 
first aid treatments “To Restore 
From onoiey” of se seal 
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HAD THE COOK of the year 
1850 a beauty problem she needed 
only to turn to the chapter on 
“Cosmetiques” which told her 
how to make a complexion wash 
of benzoin gum, nutmeg, apple 
blossoms in rainwater, and sher- 
ry. Or a skin tonic from a solu- 
tion of benzoin gum in a pint 
of whiskey. If she had been 


rash enough to venture forth in. 


the sun, there was a cure for 
tanned skin, a bleach of “Fuller’s 


earth water or the juice of un- 


ripe grapes.” -To make the hair 
curl, she could try equal parts of 
olive oil, oil of organum, and oil 
of rosemary. 

If that didn’t make her hair 
curl, the next prescription prob- 
ably would. For wrinkled skin, 
it proposed, “White wax, one 
ounce, strained honey, two ounces, 
juice of lily bulbs, two ounces. 
Melted and. stirred together will 
remove wrinkles.” At least the 
user probably wouldn't be able 
to move her face sufficiently to 
encourage new wrinkles. 

All the beauty advice, cookbook 
style, wasn’t concerned with arti- 
fices, however. One chapter, 
entitled, “How To Be Handsome” 
extolled the virtues of aoe health 
and cleanliness, adding the warn- 
ing, “If a hot bath be im § let it 
come before retiring as the body . 


"THE EVERYDAY COOKBOOK" OF 


is weakened by the ablution and 
needs immediate rest.” One other 
suggestion in the interests of 
health and beauty was rather a 
daring one. Intended for the “lady 
with ample leisure,” it outlined 
details for a sun bath in which the 
lady “denudes herself” and takes 
a seat near the window, basking 
in the rays of th2 sun. 

“If she be of a restless dispo- 
sition,” it elaborated, “she may 
dance instead.of basking. Or, if 
she be not fond of dancing, she 
may improve the shining hours by 
taking down her hair and brush- 
ing it.” 

Obviously in that day, make-up 
was not condoned, but it was ad- 
mitted, “There are some women 
so clever at making up their faces 
one almost feels inclined to con- 
done the practice in admiration 
of the result.”

CLEANING HOUSE, dusting, 
and mastering the intricacies of 
meal planning and cooking were 
also the subjects of stern admon- 
ishment.

“It need not occupy half the 
time to see that the house has 
been properly swept, to prepare 
puddings and make dishes, that 
many young ladies spend in read- 
ing novels which enervate both 
mind and body and unfit them 
for every-day life.” 

The “Everyday Cookbook” did 
contain quite a bit of informa- 
tion on cooking, in addition to 
these other aids to phn re liv- 


tive of the eating habits of those 
pre - nutrition - conscious days. 
Under “Vegetables,” 17 varieties 
of preparing potatoes are listed,

but for the tomato, the book had 
only this to say: 

“Tomatoes may be sliced thin 
and served with salt, pépper, and 
vinegar, for breakfast; or sliced 
and strewn with sugar and grated 
nutmeg for tea; for dinner they 
may be stewed or broiled, or 
baked. Such as like them. de- 
clare them to be excellent in each 
and every form of dressing.”

A SALAD that no doubt sent 
the ladies’ whist club into ecsta- 
sies was made of green peppers, 
hollowed out and filled with 
chopped celery, topped with may- 
onnaise and walnuts, and gar- 
nished with “one or two nas- 
turtium flowers. Desserts, in 
the days before cake and pie 
mixes, inclined toward the 
prosaic Indian pudding, tapioca, 
and Blanc Mange, but also in- 
cluded such exotic things as 
Italian Cream, made with “one 
ounce of soaked isinglass, six 
ounces of loaf sugar, half a stick 
of vanilla, one pint of milk, and 
a pint of thick cream.’ And 
“Dish of Snow Whipped Cream,” 
made of the whites of eggs, a 
pint of cream, sugar, and four 
tablespoons of sweet wine, which 
could be served on lady fingers 
or sponge cake’ covered with 
jelly. 

Invalid cookery, as in all old 
cookbooks, formed an important 
part of the information consider- 
ed essential. Highly recommend-

toast water. The latter was made 
of slices of toast, “nicely browned 
without a sympton of burning” 
soaked in boiling water. Then 
“strain the water, sweeten to 
taste, and put a piece of ice in 
each glassful.” “Excellent for 
colds” was Onion Gruel, made of 
sliced onions, boiled in a pint of 
new milk, sprinkled with oatmeal 
and salt. “Sup rapidly and go to 
bed,” concluded the instructions. 

Other pieces of information 
featured the skin of a boiled egg 
for boils, a muskrat skin worn 
over the chest for asthma, salt 
pork in vinegar for a sore throat. 
And, to complete its services to 
the homemaker, th: Cookbook 
offered its triumph, “The Quinine 
Cure for Drunkenness” which 
we pass on without indorsement: 

“Pulverize one pound of fresh 
quill-red Peruvian bark and soak 
it in one pint of diluted alcohol. 
Strain and evaporate down to 
one- half pint. For the first and 
second days give a teaspoonful 
every three hours. 'f too much is 
taken, headache will result. On 
the third day give one-half a 
teaspoonful; on the- fourth re- 
duce the dose to 15 drops, then 
to 10, and then to five. Seven 
days, it is said, will cure aver- 
age cases, though some require a 
whole month.”

“The Golden Rule principle is 
applied in this office to show 
kind and courteous consideration 
for the problems, feelings, com- 
fort and happiness of others.” 

“We here value people who do 
things rather than people who 
talk about doing things.” 


Hubbard’s inner office resem- 
bles a gift and souvenir shop. It 
is stacked with presents which he 
systematically sends to almost 
every home on every conceivable 
occasion. It also serves as a base 
of operations, but he responds as 
quickly to calls at home. 


When a new store opens, Hub- 
bard is on hand to participate in 
the ceremonies and greet ail com- 
ers, sometimes passing out cam- 
paign matches, thimbles, and rul- 
ers with the legend, “It is a good 
rule to stand by the man who 
stands by you.” Atop a rearing 
horse, he stars at an annual char- 
ity rodeo here. 

New Dearborn residents re- 
ceive a letter of welcome from 
the Mayor, urging them to drop 
around and get acquainted. Let- 
ters usually are written on green 
or can paper, complete with 
telephone numbers and bold sig- 


. nature. 


The birth of a baby is recog- 
nized by a congratulatory letter, 
which often results in apprecia- 
tive acknowledgements. Hun- 
dreds of such acknowledgements 
in the Mayor’s files include one 
from Henry Ford II, head of the 
Ford Motor Co., no personal 
enemy, as well as from scoreg of 
workmen in the huge River 
Rouge plant here. 

Messages of sympathy go to 
homes shadowed by death or 
tragedy. Each letter, of what- 
ever character, is given a per- 
sonal touch, based on an amaz- 
ing memory and an intricate in- 
dex listing data on everyone in 
this city. 

During World War II, a city 
photographer photographed every 
service man or woman visit- 
ing the Mayor’s office. Their 
autographed pictures were placed 
on the walls. He was at the de- 
pot to greet those who returned. 


True to his penchant for the 
unusual he doesn’t send Christ- 
mas cards, explaining that “every- 
body does that, one man’s card 
is lost in the shuffle; so I send 
acknowledgements of the Christ- 
mas cards I get—together with 
wishes for the New Year.”

Some years ago Hubbard found 
himself in Hubbard, O.- That 
was made to order for him. He 
wrote hundreds of post cards, 
duly postmarked “Hubbard.” 

As might be anticipated, the 
Mayor, once a reporter for the 
Wall Street Journal, is more than 
co-operative with the press. For 
strategy’s sake, however, he is 
wont to attend mass meetings 
armed with a. white satchel 
crammed with newspapers and 
labeled in big back letters “Lies 
of the Press,” He has frequent 
editorial opposition. 

Once he maintained an “office 
of public relations.” The council 
abolished it, only to find that 
Mayor Hubbard was his own best 
exponent of public relations.

That was right down his alley. 
He rushed out, talked to every- 
one he could reach, and dared 
the cops to arrest him. The em- 
barrassed councilmen repealed 
the ordinance but not until their 
target had grabbed some national 
publicity. Once he offered to 
go to a psychiatrist if one of his 
enemies would undergo a similiar 
test. The challenge was not ac- 
cepted.

During the Ford strike last 
spring, he marched at the head 
of a parade of ‘strikers, at the 
side of Walter Reuther, president 
of the CIO United Automobile 
Workers. 

“I was with the people of Dear- 
born,” Hubbard remarked to crit- 
ics. He told both sides he would 
protect them. Police directed 
traffic instead of routing pickets. 
Pickets generally behaved them- 
selves. Fire hose was strung to 
give the pickets drinking water; 
portable lavatories were erected 
along the picket line. Municipal 
trash cans were distributed for 
refuse—and used. 

Yet Hubbard isn’t in accord 
with every labor goal. He used 
police cars during a milk drivers’ 
strike to distribute milk to the 
meedy.

Among his other souvenirs is 
a vivid and distasteful memory | 
of his first job: “Sweeping floors 
for $4 a week when I quit school. 
I was overpaid—but one thing I 
learned . . . the more I swept, 


the more I was expected to 
sweep. As soon asI could... 
I went into business for myself. 

“I don’t belong to any ‘as- 
sociations’—and nobody working 
for me ever enters any contests 
for advertising ‘art’ awards.

~ “Rehabilitation of Old House on River Bluff 


How Mr. and Mrs. G. Stuart Jenkins Transformed Architecturally Exciting Dwelling at 4718 South Broadway

conclusion—that it was a vast 
mistake. . 
There is one St. Louis couple, 


however, who not merely came to - 


this conclusion but. actually did 
something about it. Mr. and Mrs. 
G. Stuart Jenkins, in the years 
when their children were young, 
often dreamed of the house they 
would like to own along the banks 
of the Mississippi. But, unlike 
most people with similar ideas, 
they promptly decided to make 
this dream a reality.as soon as 
their children were grown and 
married. ~ 


ay ampericcmay north and south 
along the river, they finally came 
to the end of their quest when 
they saw the house pictured on 
this page, at 4718 South Broad- 
way. It was structurally sound, 
architecturally exciting, had a 
truly magnificent view across the 
Mississippi to the Illinois bluffs, 
and Mrs. Jenkins says that as 
soon as she saw it she felt she 
had eome home. Granted that it 
was run.down, badly in need of 
repairs and overgrown with 
weeds, Mr. and Mrs. Jenkins 
sensed the spirit of the house and 
decided to bring it back to life. 


It was fun, at the very start 
of this rehabilitation program, to 
discover that this house had a 
distinguished historical back- 
ground and was well worth pre- 
serving as a remnant of early St. 
Louis life. Built by Edward 
Chase, an early St. Louis indus- 
trialist, in 1858, the house at that 
time was known as the “Tower 
Bluff Mansion,” due to the fact 
that there w&s a shot tower on 
the river bank below, where boats 
loaded and unloaded. The bluff 
upon which the house. was built 
was known as Tucker’s Landing, 
taking its name from the old inn, 
just two houses away, where river 
boats discharged their passengers 
for an overnight’s rest. 

When the present owners ac- 
quired the house, in 1945, one of 
Mr. Chase’s daughters, Bertha, 
then 83, called to tell them some 
of the history of the house and to 
present them with an album of 
photographs which had been taken 
when she lived there in 1905. This 
album proved of great help to the 


‘Jenkins in their ¢areful labor of 


restoring the house to its former 
glory. 

Exteriorally, the house was not 
touched, except to replace archi- 
tectural features: that had disap- 
peared with the passing years. Of 
the French Colonial style, similar 
to the type developed so exten- 
sively in Natchez, the house is of 
white pine shiplap construction, 
with a veranda around three sides, 
floor .to ceiling windows of the 
French type throughout, and a 
“view walk” on the roof known as |

work grilling placed around 
the balcony above the veranda, the 
iron work accenting that which 
incloses the Belvedere. The long 
windows were fitted with shutters 
which were found intact in the 
cellar. complete to” hinges and 
screws. The only new addition to 
the house was the garage, and in 
order to conform to local safety 
laws of fireproof construction and

ing. And the owners have taken 
full advantage of the sweep of the 
river by adroit landscaping. Not 
content with the view from the 
veranda, a retaining wall with a 
series of terraces below have 
been constructed from stone, so 
that the ever-changing river can 
be watched from varying vantage 
points. 

The interior has been done 
with the same loving care and at- 
tention to detail in an attempt to 
capture the spirit of the house, 
that was expended on the ex- 
terior. Most fortunately, Mrs. 
Jenkins for years has been col- 
lecting the type of furniture that 
might well have been selected 
originally. Mainly of the. Victorian 
era, its scale is well suited to 
the 12-foot ceilings and the long 
windows that push up into the 
walls to give access to the out-of- 
doors. 


The central hallway runs the 
entire depth of the house, divided 
into two separate portions that 
Mrs. Jenkins terms the Broadway 
hall and the River Hall. The 
front hall contains: the stairway 
with a handsome newell post and 
banister of solid walnut and an 
exposed wood ceiling of old pine. 
The toile paper on the walls, apt- 
ly called “Old Dixie,” with its 
plantation scene motifs, is a fit- 
ting introduction to this old house. 


The living room, which was 
originally the parlor and the din- 
ing room, now is of beautiful pro-

portions with the long windows 
giving a magnificent view of the 
Mississippi. Fortunately, the orig- 
inal two rooms had matching fire- 
places of simple classical design in 
French marble, so that the pres- 
ent room has two centers of in- 
terest.

Mrs. Jenkins has most intelligent- 
ly draped the windows to feature 
the framing. Straight hanging 
curtains of Irish point lace with 
ruffled valances are hung over 
the windows within the frame- 
work.

HE fidelity to detail in this 

room is illustrated in the 

choice of the wallpaper which 
is in a faded green tone, patterned 
to resemble old brocade. A big 
square rosewood piano, Waterford 
lusters on the mantel, and a dar- 
ling little Victorian sofa before 
one of the fireplaces are among 
the outstanding pieces in the 
room, with all the rest in keep- 
ing. A final detail is the original 
old random width floor of pine. 


On the other side of the Broad- 
way hall is the dining room, con- 
verted from the original library. 
Here a wallpaper with chartreuse 
background, patterned in a de- 
sign of roses in cranberry and 
green, adds a touch of lightness 
and gayety. Draperies of deep 
green hung over white ninon 


glass curtains and a chartreuse 
rug provide a fitting background 
for the Victorian sideboard and 
the black, Regency dining chairs. 
A beautiful old fixture in washed 
gold and crystal looks as if it had 
always hung there, as do all the 
fixtures throughout the house 
that Mrs. Jenkins has painstak- 
ingly acquired. 

Probably one of the most en- 
trancing rooms is the kitchen 
which was the last project in the 
remodeling. Here, in the process 
of modernizing, for this kitchen 
has the last word in modern 
equipment, the original old fire- 
place was uncovered and makes 
a charming addition to even the 
most up-to-date kitchen. Here 
again, the long windows look out 
over the river and the room is 
furnished with an old round 
wooden table and a set of wood- 
en chairs that were presented to 
Mrs. Jenkins’: by a man in the 
neighborhood who had made 
them for his father, a contemp- 
orary of Mr. Chase. 


The moment one steps into 
Mrs. Jenkins’s bedroom, on the 
second floor, one has the feeling 
that it couldn’t have been done 
differently. The dusty pink strip- 
ed wallpaper with its Victorian

cony, again with a breath-taking 
view across the water to the IIli- 
nois scene. Off of Mrs. Jenkins’'s 
bedroom is the cunning little 

throom which the very pro- 

ssive Mr. Chase had installed 
in the house, and which still re- 
tains the original washstand of 
gray marble with legs and faucets 
of. gleaming brass. 

The other bedrooms are as 
charmingly suited to the house 
as Mrs. Jenkins’s but the limita- 
tions of space only leave room 
for a word about the crowning 
feature of the house, which is the 
Belvedere. A _ flight of stairs 
leads up to this perch on the top 


of the house and benches are 
prévided where one may sit and 
contemplate the view. It makes 
one really wonder again why St. 
Louis ever moved away from the 
river. , 

Mrs. Jenkins, in talking of the 
house, Says that although she 
feels lucky to have found it, her 
greatest satisfaction has been in 
the neighbors she Has: acquired, 
Almost without exception, these 
people, many of whose families 
have lived here for generations, 
have taken as much interest in 
the remodeling as the Jenkins, 
and share a sense of pride in its 
restoration.

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- PROBLEMS OF THE NEGRO 
-Members of Race, Numbering Close to 200,000 


_ In Area, Get Worst Pay, Fewest Opportunities — 
Community's Grasp of Their Needs Is Growing 
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By RICHARD G. BAUMHOFF 
of the Post-Dispatch Staff. 


EGROES of St. Louis get the short end 
N of several things. The short end of 

education. The lower rungs on the job 
ladder. The smaller figures on the pay 
scale. The meanest hopsing, the most 
overcrowding. The poorest, most limited 
recreational facilities. 
tions for health. 


Negro population here has grown. It° 


was about one-ninth of the city of St. 
Louis 20 years ago; now it is approaching 
one-sixth. It appears still to be growing, 
in the city and in scattered centers in St. 
Clair, Madison and St. Louis counties. 
The Negro population of the entire metro- 
politan district was .127,000 in 1930, al- 
most 152,000 in 1940, and indications are 
that the count now is getting close to 
200,000. In other words, Negroes in 
greater St. Louis are equivalent in num- 
bers to a whole city the size of Hartford, 
Conn., or Worcester, Mass. They are con- 
centrated especially in St. Louis proper, 
which now is believed to have somewhere 
between 120,000 and 140,000 Negroes. 
The Negro problem is of paramount im- 
portance for community solution. St. 
Louis has a fine tradition of tolerance. But 
there is more than tolerance and de- 
mocracy to be considered. The situation 
of the Negroes is a matter of selfish or 
practical concern for the whole commun- 
ity. Slums themselves and the evils 
they create are costly to the taxpayers. 
Contagious and communicable diseases 
draw no color line. Discontented, unlet- 
tered Negroes, lacking normal outlets for 
human emotions, get into scrapes with the 
law, which may affect any one’s person or 
property. Needs of Negroes for public 
relief funds are high, while a smaller pro- 
portion of them than whites have jobs. 
Poorly paid Negroes have little purchas- 
ing power.. On the other hand, Negroes 
hold the balance of political power in the 
city. They know it, and can and do shift. 


_ PROGRESS HAS BEEN MADE, 
especially in recent years, in improving 
the lot of the Negro in St. Louis. By and 


Jlarge,. however, progress has been slow. 


There has been a growing understanding 
on the part of the white people of the 
needs and desires of the Negro. The most 
encouraging step recently has been the 
announcement of large-scale plans for 
modern housing for Negroes. These will 
enter: both the low-income and middle- 
income brackets, including the city’s De 
Soto-Carr tract and the undertaking in 
which Rockefeller interests are associated. 
It has been shown clearly that Negroes are 
good housekeepers, given decent surround- 
ings. 

Pleasant, up-to-date dwellings, at rea- 
sonable rentals, will go far in settling an 
outstanding complaint of most Negroes— 
the complaint of their present wretched 
housing. Most of the city’s Negroes dwell 
in a tightly drawn central area of less 
than 600 city blocks. Their habitations 
east of Grand boulevard are within the 
district officially designated as slums. 

The Negro neighborhood west of Grand 
lies wholly within the officially estab- 
lished blighted district. This intensively 
settled West End Negro section extends 
from Grand to Kingshighway and, at its 
extremities, from Olive street to Natural 
Bridge avenue. There is a discernible 
trend toward continuing gradual enlarge- 
ment of the’ Negro region to the north 
and the south, especially west of Grand. 

Better housing was the outstanding de- 
sire of St. Louis Negroes in a sampling of 
opinions. by social service agencies in 
1948. They placed it ahead of economic 
and social questions. They are naturally 
concerned over provision of acceptable 
homes for those who must move from 
sites of prospective new housing. The city 
is making careful plans to find new homes 
before old ones are given up. 


DENSITY OF POPULATION — THE 
number of people per acre—is at least three 
times greater in the city’s Negro neighbor- 
hoods than the white. Dwellings dating back 
to the last century are twice as numerous 
among Negroes as among whites. The 
last census showed that more than half of 
the Negro homes lacked private baths, 
while this was true of less than a quarter 
of the white homes. A large majority of 
Negro dwellings lack central heating. To 
a marked extent they are in a poor state 
of repair. Many occupants use individual 
oil stoves, which have caused numerous 
conflagrations, sometimes with loss of life. 
Others use coal stoves, buying their fuel 
by the basket at high prices from the ped- 
diers who roam the streets in dilapidated 
trucks or wagons. During the recent coal 
strike these people were reduced to buy- 
ing baskets of kindling for fuel. 

The Negro districts are low in home 
ownership. It is harder for the average 
Negro to make the down payment and to 
establish mortgage credit than for the 
white man, If a Negro can qualify finan- 
cially, and can find a vacant site where 


he feels free to build, he can get a loan 


from some source. 
The Negro fares about the same in St. 


Louis county. The county’s largest Negro 


community is Kinloch, and there are at 
least a dozen other scattered, smaller . 


areas. Three-fifths of the Negroes on the 
Illinois side of the metropolitan district 
reside in and around East St. Louis. 
Other Negro centers include Alton, Ven- 
ice, Madison and Brooklyn. 

A surprising and not widely known fact 
is that Granite City, fourth largest city on 
the Illinois side and home of big metal 


The worst condi- 


mills employing hundreds of Negroes, has 


kept Negrogs out as residents under a. 


community policy of ‘long standing. 

Kinloch and Brooklyn are places of al- 
most unbelievable decay, filth and human 
misery. They are slums of the worst 
type. The few homes in them with any 
semblance of the amenities of life are 
smothered by their surroundings. A fed- 
eral census taken last August showed 
5097 Negroes and four whites living in 
Kinloch. Brooklyn had 1057 Negroes and 
five whites in 1940. 

Kinloch is a city in name only. It has 
no sewers, no proper sidewalks, no street 
that is not full of deep chuckholes and 


ruts, no street light system. Part of the . 


town has no water mains. Its assessed 
valuation is low and its potential tax yield 
only a fraction of the need for a minimum 
of good governmental operation. 

Most of the houses are ramshackle, 
with frame shacks predominant. They 
are packed close together. A fire could 
become a major disaster. Hundreds of 
children. play in the debris-littered yards 
or along the open, running gutters. 


WHILE KINLOCH IS THE HOR- 
rible example in external conditions, the 
predicament of the Negro is evident 
everywhere. 

In St. Louis the Negro death rate from 
all leading causes is appreciably higher 
than the rate for white people, and the 
over-all death rate for Negroes is higher. 
Negroes have a relatively low birth rate 
here, but the proportion of still-born 
babies is high, as is the infant death rate. 
Illegitimacy is much higher among Ne- 
groes than whites. The incidence of 
tuberculosis among Negroes is far greater 
than for whites. 

Medical facilities for Negroes are lim- 
ited and segregated. A recent check 
showed that St. Louis has only about 100 
Negro physicians and 50 dentists and 
about 1700 hospital beds for Negroes. The 
disparity between races in the number of 
hospital beds is particularly marked in 
the private hospitals. Neither St. Louis

nor St. Louis county has a nursing or con- 
valescent home open to Negroes. 

One form of death in which the Negro 
neighborhoods run sharply ahead of the 
rest of the city is homicide—death by 
violence. And juvenile court records 
show the relative preponderance of delin- 
quency is among Negro children. 


Fundamental to any discussion of the 
Negro’s situation is the matter of educa- 
tion. As shown by the last census, adult 
St. Louis Negroes in the slums had gone 
somewhat less far in school than any 
other part of the population, while those 
residing west of Grand boulevard had at- 
tained only the community average of 
eight years in elementary school. Negro 
schools have the most overcrowded classes. 
Many of them lack needed facilities. The 
school board’s investment in buildings and 
equipment is much smaller per pupil in 
the Negro schools than the white. The 
Missouri Constitution requires separate 
public schools for Negroes and whites, 
unless the Legislature provides otherwise. 
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There has been no move for any change 


- in this below the university level. 


Catholic elementary and high schools 
in St. Louis and suburbs have been 
opened to Negroes by Archbishop Ritter. 
Early thts year the East St. Louis public 
schools—8000 white and 5000 Negro pu- 
pils—abolished segregation to avoid losing 
a large annual sum in state aid. Alton 
has refused to end segregation, although 
the issue of loss of state aid has been 
raised there. 

St. Louis University, Jesuit institution, 
and the women’s colleges affiliated with 
it have been opened completely to Ne- 
groes within recent years. Their Negro 
enrollment now is 363. Washington Uni- 
versity, privately operated, has opened all 
its graduate schools, except dentistry, to 
Negroes, but not the undergraduate 
school. It has about 50 to 75 Negro grad- 
uate students. 


EFFORTS TO ADMIT NEGROES TO 
the state-operated University of Missouri 
have been unavailing,so far in the Leg- 
islature. The state has Lincoln University 
for Negroes, with generally inadequate fa- 
cilities. Lincoln, with headquarters’in Jef- 
ferson City, operates a law school in St. 
Louis. ag 

Ability to obtain’ education depends to 
a considerablé extent on earning power. 
Since the earning power of Negroes is 
lower than that of white persons, the 
opportunity for them to obtain education 
is more limited. A 1947 Social Planning 
Council survey showed the average weekly 
family income in St. Louis and St. Louis 
county was $64 for white people, $38 
for Negroes. Earning power, in turn, 
leans heavily on ‘education, but also runs 
full tilt into the attitude of employers 
and of the unions. Employers here offer 
extremely few opportunities for Negroes 
above the rank of semi-skilled worker, 
and largely confine Negro jobs to un- 
skilled, common labor or menial service. 
The record of the unions, in general, is 
one of discrimination against Negroes, 
although there are some exceptions. — 


The professions are a limited field. St. 
Louis has, for instance, only about 50 
Negro lawyers. Negro technical engineers 
and architects are almost unheard of. 
Skilled craftsmen, including building arti- 
sans, are few in number. There aren't 
many Negro business men—very few of 
important stature. 

A city charter amendment, adopted in 
1946 by a three-fifths majority, prohibits 
racial discrimination in the city’s service. 
However,:as in private employment, Ne- 
groes’ work is largely on the lower rungs. 

There are 24 Negro city firemen, or 
about 3 per cent of the department, and 
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68 Negro policemen, or 4 per cent of the 
force. Federal agencies with an appreci- 
able number of Negro office employes 
here include the Veterans’ Administration, 
Federal Security Administration and In- 
ternal Revenue Bureau. 

Most Negroes employed by large con- 
cerns belong to unions, and the reported 
Negro membership in unions is about pro- 
portionate to the population. But in many 
instances — not all—'the union practices 
discriminate against Negroes in promo- 
tions and keep them out of the more 
skilled and better-paid jobs. This is true 
of some CIO unions, which are of the 
industrial type. In the AFL, which is 
organized by crafts, the unions of skilled 
workers largely exclude Negroes, auto- 
matically barring them from jobs in their 
fields. Among unions which take this stand 
are many in the construction trades. 

In contrast, the AFL International 
Ladies Garment Workers Union has been 
taking in Negroes since wartime. About 
1100 of its 6000 local members are Ne- 
groes, on an equal basis of job oppor- 
tunity, according to their ability, with the 
white members. 

“Given a fair chance,” said Meyer 
Perlstein, international vice president of 
the ILGWU, “Negroes-can do as well in 
this industry as any one else. They are 
full-fledged citizens of our union, treated 
congenially by the white members. There 
were some difficulties over this in the 
early stages but that is all ended.” 

Relief figures are the reverse of the 
employment picture. Seventy per cent of 
general relief cases in the city at the be- 
ginning of March were Negroes, as were 
74 per cent of the dependent children 
under state aid. These figures reflect the 
contrasting racial job and pay situation 
and the general conditions of health. 

Taxicabs and service cars constitute a 
lively business among Negroes. More 
than a third of all cabs in the city are 
driven by Negroes. Recently two Negro 
service car routes have opened between 
downtown and the Negro West End, with 
74 machines. The two surviving white 
service car lines have 23 machines. 


THE CABS AND SERVICE CARS 
result at least partly from complaints of 
insufficient bus and trolley service in the 
Negro neighborhoods. Negro spokesmen 
assert that more lines and more frequent 
service are needed in various sections. 

Segregation, surveys by local service 
agencies show, is a sore point with Ne- 
groes and rises as a social issue notably in 
the fields of recreation and’ culture. It 
figures also in the activity of some social 
service agencies. Apparently the big rub 
for Negroes, however, is in their recrea- 
tional outlets. The swimming pool ques- 
tion stands out. 

The mayor’s new St; Louis Council on 
Human Relations has recommended mixed 
use of the indoor swimming pool at Mul- 
lanphy Community Center and the out- 
door wading pool at Columbus Community 
Center this summer. This was announced 
as a first step by the inter-racial council. 
The Urban League has sent a resolu- 
tion to Mayor Joseph M. Darst, calling 
for rejection of the council’s advice for 
continuance of “illegal and unjust segre- 
gation.” It requested “use of all recrea- 
tional facilities by all citizens.” 


Swimming is a big element of recreation ~ 


in the St. Louis climate. White persons 
have numerous public and private outdoor 
pools, Negroes none. The city is prepar- 
ing to build an outdoor swimming pool 
for Negroes at Vashon Community Center. 

Municipal playgrounds, community cen- 
ters and bathhouses, with a few minor 
exceptions, are on a strictly segregated 
basis. In the parks, Negroes may use pic- 
nic grounds, baseball and softball dia- 
monds, tennis courts, archery ranges and 
golf links, except the private Triple A 
links in Forest Park. Objection has been 
raised recently to the Municipal Athletic 
Association, closely identified with the 
city Park Division, because it excludes 
Negroes from its contests. 

There is a lack of convenient park facil- 
ities for Negroes. There is no park of any 
size in the Negro area and Fairground 


Park is the largest one nearby. Public 
playgrounds for them are extremely lim- 
ited in number and out of reach for thou- 
sands of smaller children. There are five 
city community centers designated for 
Negroes, the majority of which are over- 
crowded. Whites also have five centers. 
Some private or semi-public community 
centers in or near Negro neighborhoods 
bar Negroes. Three of the city’s seven 
indoor swimming pools are for Negroes 
now, but, as before stated, neither of the 


_two outdoor pools is open to them. One 


of the city’s six bathhouses is for Negroes. 
There are a number of private agencies 
and churehes offering recreational or cul- 
tural opportunities to Negroes. 

The Art Theater and the Shady Oak 
Theater aré® the--only non-segregated 
movie houses. The other movies for Ne- 
groes are for them alone—neighborhood 
theatérs. Negroes complain about sani- 
tary and behavior conditions in some of 
these. In the one “legitimate” theater 
here, the American, Negroes are admitted 
only to a restricted, less desirable portion 
of the house. They are barred at Forest 
Park Highlands. 


DANCEHALLS, SALOONS, NIGHT 
clubs and poolrooms, catering only to the 
Negro trade, form a big field of amusement 
for the race. In the Negro region there 
are about 650 places selling hard liquor or 
beer or both. 

There are, to be sure, some important 
places open to Negroes and whites alike. 


- These include all events at Kiel Audi- 


torium, from symphony concerts to prize 
fights; the open-air Municipal Theater, 
big league baseball games at Sportsman’s 
Park, sports and other events at The 
Arena, the public libraries, City Art Mu- 
seum, People’s Art Center, and the Zoo, 
Jewel Box and Jefferson Memorial. 
Eating is a problem for the numerous 
Negro workers and shoppers downtown. 
Principal places open to them as well as 
white people are a large basement cafe- 
teria in one department store, a basement 
coffee shop in another, a small balcony 
shop in a third, several drugstore foun- 
tains and Union Station restaurant. 
Segregation recently has been an issue 
before the Board of Aldermen. A civil 


rights bill was introduced which would 


have prohibited discrimination in thea- 
ters, restaurants, hotels and other places 
of public accommodation. The board 
killed it March 15 by a vote of 21 to 6. 

Three of the 29 members of the Board 
of Aldermen are Negroes, representing 
the three contiguous wards with predomi- 
nantly Negro electorates. Two adjoining 
wards have small majorities of Negro vot- 
ers but white aldermen. Some members 
of the central committees of the two 
major parties are Negroes. Recently the 
Board of Education got its first Negro 
member, appointed by Mayor Darst to a 
vacancy. One magistrate, one constable 
and three St. Louis state representatives 
are Negroes. 


THE LATEST CHECK OF THE POLL 
lists showed 59,000 registered Negro voters, 
just one-seventh of the city electorate. As 
a mass, Negro voters here have been sus- 
ceptible to political change since the start 
of the New Deal 18 years ago, many of 
them inclined to voge the Democratic 
ticket. In recent years they. have indicated 
a tendency to be moved by issues as well 
as party tradition. In many elections here, 
on men or measures, the turn of the Ne- 
gro vote is enough to swing the result. 
The Negro community of St. Louis has 
become more and more Yee of its 
needs, more vocal in stating m. 

It’s no mystery that disease, homicide 
crime and delinquency rates amare Ne 
groes are high. These evils are bred b, 
the crowded, unhealthy, restrictive con- 
ditions under which they now must live. 
To state the problems and deficiencies 
confronting them here is to make solu-— 
tions obvious: Better work opportunities, 
better chance to earn living wages, decent 
housing, better education, attractive 
recreations, improved health service, 
normal human contacts.

to price tags which, you should keep in mind, include the land: ’ 

$4,000 to $6,000: These prices are rare above the Mason-Dixon line, 
fairly common in Dixie, the Southwest and Far West. The houses they 
buy are nearly always small bungalows, with no basements. The floor 
area of about 700 square feet has two bedrooms, living room, kitchen 
and utility room. The attic sometimes affords storage space. Lots are 
seeded, not sodded. Veterans can buy with no down payment, $30 to $40 
monthly carrying charges. 


Next Price Bracket Will Give You More Room 


$6,000 to $8,000: Plenty of builders operate in this bracket, except in 
the close-in metropolitan areas where land costs are sky-high. You'll 
get 725 to 825 square feet of floor space in two bedrooms, living room, 
combination kitchen-dinette or combination living-dining room, utility 
room, and no basement. Storage is often a problem. 

The kitchen will have range, refrigerator, cabinets. You'll have a 60- 
by 110-foot lot and maybe a carport. Exterior construction will be 
asbestos shingle or clapboard, with a minimum of brick. Fireplaces will 
be scarce. Veterans will pay up to 10 percent cash, and $40 to $50 per 
month over 25 years. Non-veterans will probably pay 15 percent cash, 
the same carrying charges. The latter in all cases includes payments on 
interest and principal, taxes and insurance, does not include utilities. 

$8,000 to $10,000: This is the builder’s favorite, where value reigns 


supreme. Basementless homes predominate; brick comes into its own: 
Floor plans are large enough for 825 to 925 square feet, giving three 
bedrooms, although two is still the rule. 

The kitchen will have a refrigerator, range, and maybe a garbage 
disposer, dishwasher and exhaust fan. Picture windows are common, 
separate dining rooms are rare. Veterans will pay up to 10 percent cash, 
and $45 to $65 per month. Nofi-veterans will pay up to 20 percent and 


$42 to $60 per month. * 


$10,000 to $12,000: Above $10,000, the price is determined greatly by 
land cost, exterior materials, amount of kitchen equipment, cost of 
improving the lot (streets, curbs, gutters, sidewalks, storm sewers), 
amount of glass areas and built-in items and other factors conducive 
to better living. A basement, a two-story home, a garage, even a separate 
dining area are possible, although the latter is losing in popularity to the 
“open plan,” where interior walls are at a minimum. 

Floor area will be from 900 to 1,110 square feet. The all-electric kitchen 
is the newest fad. It includes the garbage disposer, dishwasher, exhaust 
fan, range, refrigerator and, on rare occasions, a clothes-dryer. But 
remember this: it is an axiom (subject to argument) that the head of a 
family should not pay more than 24% times his annual take-home pay 
for housing. AND WORKING WIVES DON’T COUNT! With all this in 
mind, you'll need a take-home pay of $75 to $95 a week. 

And, if you’re a regular loser at the race-track, take it easy with the 
dotted lines! With dowri payments of 10 percent to veterans, 20 percent 
to non-veterans, monthly carrying charges will amount to about $44-$54 
to $70, at 25 years for the veterans, 20 years to the non-veteran. 


What the Upper Brackets Offer 


$12,000 to. $16,000: A typical home would be of an all-brick all-on- 
one-floor bungalow with radiant heat, on a 70- by 125-foot lot, using 
lots of glass and picture windows, a disappearing stairway to the stor- 
age attic, a fireplace in the living room, built-in book shelving, floor-to- 
ceiling storage walls, a large combination living-dining room, terraced 
patio, fully landscaped, sodded and shrubbed lot. The house would 
cover about 1,050 to 1,200 square feet. After a 10 to 15 percent down

In many areas, homes from $14,000 and up can be “custom-built” to 
your family’s needs with the aid of an architect. 

$16,000 to $20,000: You can just about write your own ticket here in 
size, style and location. A typical $16,500 home in a good location in a 
large metropolitan center would probably boast all-brick construction 
with a floor area from 1,100 to 1,500 square feet, three bedrooms and 
paneled den, 11% baths, large living-dining room, fully-equipped kitchen, 
breakfast nook, plus a full basement with clothes washer. Garages 
would be common in the South and West, but $18,000 or more would 
be required to acquire a deluxe house and garage in the colder climates. 
Veterans would need an estimated 10 to 20 percent soma down, others 
about 25 percent down. 7 

Monthly carrying charges would range from $85 to $110. Your annual 
take-home pay to afford these dream houses should be at least $6,500 
to $8,000. 

$20,000 and Up: If you have this kind of money, arrange to have a 
home built to your specifications.

Americans, I had tea with Eleanor Roosevelt.

During the program the guests sipped tea poured from 
a silver service brought down from Hyde Park, and talked 
about taxes, for 30 minutes. Then the show, which is de- 
signed to promote discussions of “the problems that face 
all of us in daily living,” ended and I asked my hostess 
how she liked being a television star.

on a tough climb 


O FANCY DUDE who confines his 
mountaineering to timid slopes, 
Bill Douglas is an honest-to-good- 
ness “hoss wrangler” who can make 
a camp-bed, pack duffel and toss the 
flapjacks with grizzled veterans. 
Just before his accident last fall, 
Douglas took part in the three-day 
climb, pictured on these pages, to 
“dedicate” and name an 8,000-foot 
Cascade peak in honor of an old 
friend, Curtis Gilbert. 


A Start at Dawn 


The mountain lies some 70 miles 
southwest of Yakima, Wash.
